By Messrs. Callahan, Campbell (Tuscaloosa) and Brown (Tuscaloosa): 


H. J. R. 132. WHEREAS, at the invitation of the University of 
Alabama, Dr. Ralph Brown Draughon, President of Auburn University, de- 
livered the commencement address at exercises held on Friday, August 23, 
1963, on which occasion Dr. Frank A. Rose, by authority of the Board 
of Trustees of the University of Alabama, conferred the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws on Dr. Draughon; after the following citation was read 
by Dr. James H. Newman, Executive Vice President: 


Ralph Brown Draughon, noble son of Alabama, educated in the pub- 
lic schools of this State, at Auburn University, and at the University of 
Chicago. As teacher and administrator in secondary schools, as college 
teacher and administrator, and as President of Auburn University, his 
great and dedicated service to education in this State embraces a forty 
year period. Loyal and devoted to the aims, interests, and spirit of his 
beloved Auburn as an undergraduate, as an alumnus, as a member of its 
faculty and staff, and as its distinguished president, he has truly served 
the cause of education and the people of Alabama with honor, ability and 
distinction. 


WHEREAS, this Legislature feels that no finer recognition could 
be made of the many contributions of Dr. Ralph Draughon to public edu- 
cation in Alabama and dedicated service to Auburn University than by 
this expression from its sister institution of higher learning in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the conferring of this degree by Dr. Frank A. Rose is 
further evidence of cooperation and friendship which now exists between 
these two fine institutions; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate, concurring, that the Legislature of Alabama, on 
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behalf of all the citizens of the state, does hereby highly commend the 
Board of Trustees, faculty, staff, students, alumni, and friends of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and of Auburn University for the spirit of close cooper- 
ation and friendship now existing between the institutions in all matters for 
maximum service to the people of the state. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Dr. Frank A. Rose and Dr. Ralph 
B. Draughon both be commended for the leadership which they have 
shown in the building and cementing of this fine relationship between the 
institutions, and for their joint contribution to the cause of higher educa- 
tion in Alabama. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Legislature herewith recog- 
nizes and pays tribute to Dr. Draughon for his long period of able and loyal 
service to Auburn University and to public education in the State of Ala- 
bama.

S.J. R. 51. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF

S. 344. To make an appropriation to the Alabama Boys Indus- 
trial School for the construction, reconstruction, alteration and improve- 
ment of school facilities, including the construction and equipment of a 
gymnasium. 


S. 201. Relating to county prisoners; anthorizing county govern- 
ing bodies to provide certain allowances for convicts engaged in working 
the public roads and streets. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 351. To provide for the furnishing to indigent convicted defend- 
ants in criminal cases and in certain other related proceedings involving 
life, liberty or property of those convicted of crime of a record and 
transcript of evidence for appeal at the expense of the State; to state the 
purposes of this act; to define the cases to which this act is applicable; to 
prescribe the manner and time for indigents to apply for transcripts on 
appeal; to prescribe the manner of proceeding and disposition by the trial 
court of petition for such transcripts on appeal; to provide for conditions 
under which an abridged record may be ordered; to provide for the trial 
court to order all or a part of the cost of the transcript on appeal, in- 
cluding court reporters’ fees and clerks’ fees to be paid out of the general 
fund of the State treasury, and to require the appellant to pay part of the 
cost if he is able; to make special provisions for appeals now pending, 
or where the time for appeal has not expired; to provide for a review of 
a denial of a petition by the trial court; to provide for a judgment to be 
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entered against an unsuccessful appellant to pay the fees of the clerk and 
court reporter paid by the State, and that such fees shall be paid into 
the general fund of the State; to provide further for an additional sentence 
for hard labor for the county or imprisonment in the penitentiary at a 
certain rate if said payment is not made; to authorize the Supreme Court 
with the advice and consultation of the Court of Appeals to make rules to 
accomplish the purposes of this act, and to also so authorize circuit 
courts and other courts having jurisdiction hereunder; to appropriate an- 
nually out of the general fund of the State treasury an amount to pay said 
court reporters and clerks and to carry out the provisions of this act, 
said appropriation being subject before disbursement to the approval of the 
Governor and contingent upon the opinion of the Governor of the condi- 
tion of the State treasury; to repeal Act No. 62, Acts of Alabama 1961, 
page 1930, approved September 15, 1961, entitled, “An Act to provide for 
the furnishing of transcripts of evidence for appeals in criminal cases where 
defendant, appellant is indigent; .. .”, etc., with certain exceptions; and to 
provide for the effective date of this act. 


S. 352. To provide for the appointment of counsel for indigent de- 
fendants at the expense of the State in certain noncapital criminal cases and 
in certain other cases involving the life and liberty of those charged or con- 
victed of crimes, on trial and on appeal; to make an appropriation from 
the General Fund for carrying out the purposes of this Act and to make 
expenditures therefrom subject to the approval of the Governor and the 
condition of the General Fund. 


Mr. Bassett, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legisla- 
tion No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calen- 
dar, to-wit: 


H. 1360. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
Nineteen Thousand Five Hundred (19,500) nor more than Twenty Thou- 
sand (20,000) inhabitants according to the 1960 or any subsequent decen- 
nial census of the United States; providing for a Contingent Fund for the 
Circuit Court of every such county; providing for the appropriations to 
and expenditures from such contingent fund all solicitors’ fees taxed as 
cost in the trial of cases in every such county; and to authorize the Pro- 
bate Judge, the Solicitor of the Circuit Court, and the President of the 
County Bar Association of every such county to adopt rules and regula- 
tions for the use of such funds in the promotion of law enforcement, the 
proper trial of criminal cases and the establishment and maintenance of a 
law library. 


H. 1366. Relating to and providing for the reidentification of voters 
in Lawrence County; directing the board of registrars to purge the lists 
of registered voters; and providing a penalty for anyone willfully making 
a false statement in connection with such reidentification. 


HL. 1868. To provide for a Contingent Fund for the Circuit Court 
of Bibb County, Alabama; to appropriate to and expand from such Con- 
tingent Fund all Solicitors fees taxed as costs in the trial of cases in 
Bibb County, Alabama; and to authorize the Judge of Probate of Bibb 
County, Alabama, the Solicitor of the Circuit Court of Bibb County, Alabama, 
and the Judge of the Circuit Court residing in said county or if there be no 
Circuit judge residing in said County any Supernumerary Circuit Judge re- 
siding in said County to adopt rules and regulations for the use of such 
fund in the promotion of law enforcement and the maintenance of a law 
library in the Court House of said County. 


S. 327. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 42,- 
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000 nor more than 46,000; providing clerical assistance for the county soli- 
citor of such counties, 


S. 329. To provide for additional supplemental salary to be paid by 
counties to circuit judges of circuits composed of only one county with a 
population under 500,000 and having two court houses where circuit 
court is required by law to be held; to fix the amount and method of pay- 
ment thereof; and to further provide for the effective date of this Act. 


S. 366. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 
115,000 nor more than 165,000; authorizing the court of county commis- 
sioners, board of revenue or like governing body to create a special re- 
volving fund for the purpose of purchasing and selling federal revenue 
stamps as a service to the general public. 


S. 371. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution relating to 
levying a special school tax in the school district of the City of Hunts- 
ville in Madison County. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


S. 395. To authorize circuit solicitors of circuits composed of only 
one county with a population under 500,000 and having two courthouses 
where circuit court is required by law to be held to employ a secretarial 
assistant; to prescribe the powers, duties and compensation of such secre- 
tarial assistant, and to provide for payment of such compensation from 
the general fund of the county composing such circuit. 


S. 396. To amend Act No. 472, H. 901, Regular Session 1947, an 
act regulating the sale of alcoholic beverages in Madison County. 


S. 410. Relating to Madison County; amending Act No. 661, H. 1077, 
Regular Session 1957, the act creating Madison County Court (Acts 1957, 
V. 2, p. 1003), in relation to the jurisdiction of the court, the compensa- 
tion of the judge, and the amount of trial fees imposed in civil cases. 


S. 411. Relating to the twenty-third judicial circuit; providing for 
appointment of an additional clerk by the circuit solicitor. 


S. 412. To authorize and provide for the establishment, mainte- 
nance, equipping, operation, and financing of a public law library in 
Madison County; and to provide for the taxing and collection of law library 
fees as items of court costs in cases docketed in certain courts within the 


county. 


S. 413. To amend Act No. 401, H. 838, Regular Session 1949, an act 
authorizing the board of registrars of Madison County to employ a full 
time clerk (Acts of Alabama, Regular Session 1949, p. 573.) 


8S. 414. To amend further Act No. 476, H. 627, Regular Session 
1955, an act creating the office of deputy circuit solicitor in the twenty- 
third judicial circuit, in relation to the compensation of the deputy soli- 


citors payable by the county. 


S. 415. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 501, S. 399, Regular Session 
1957, an act relating to Madison County. 


S. 416. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 
110,000 nor more than 160,000; creating an educational survey committee 
to study, evaluate and make recommendations to the boards of education 
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of such counties for improvements in the public school systems of the 
county; and making appropriations. 


S. 440. To amend Act No. 98 of the 1963 Second Special Session 
of the Legislature of the State of Alabama as approved by the Governor 
on May 8, 1963, and to amend and correct the description therein con- 
tained. 


S. 446. Relating to county boundaries; to rearrange the bounda- 
ries between Coosa and Tallapoosa Counties. 


S. 451. Relating to public schools of Madison County; creating an

To amend Sections 20 and 21 of Title 30, 
Code of Alabama (1940), which relate to the qualifications of persons on 
jury rolls.

S. 387. Relating to municipalities having a population of not less 
than 200,000 nor more than 300,000, according to the last or any subse- 
quent federal decennial census; providing optional forms of government 
which may be adopted by such municipalities; and providing the method 
by which any such municipality may adopt such an optional form of 
municipal government. 


Mr. Engel, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 3, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, With 
Amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


S. 445. (With Amendment). Providing further for the reduction of 
the corporate limits of cities having populations of not less than 200,000 
nor more than 300,000, according to the 1960 or any subsequent federal 
decennial census. 


Mr. Engel, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local Legislation 
No. 3, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 461. To further amend Section 6 of Act No. 105, S. 152, Regular 
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duties of the Mobile County Hospital Board, exempting the members thereof 
from personal liability and civil damages for actions taken in performance 


of official duties. 


S. 377. To provide for a program of tax equalization of all real 
property in any county of the state having a population of not less than 
300,000 nor more than 500,000 according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to more fully define the duty, authority and re- 
sponsibility of the Tax Assessor of such counties in the matter of equal- 
izing assessments of real property within such counties; to provide for the 
division of such counties into districts for the purpose of tax assessment 
records; to require that certain records be kept and maintained on a cur- 
rent basis by the Tax Assessor of such counties; to describe the manner 
in which such records are to be kept; to provide a time within which 
the equalization program required herein is to be initially completed; 
to provide for a continuous program of appraisal of real property 
within such counties; to provide for the assessments of improvements to 
real property within such counties; to prescribe penalties for failure to 
assess, or properly assess, improvements to real property within such coun- 
ties; to provide for a portable set of assessment records for use by ap- 
praiser appointed by the Tax Assessor; to set the salaries of the Board of 
Equalization and to provide the method of payment; to define the duties of 
the Board of Equalization in such counties in the matter of the equaliza- 
tion of assessments of real property; to provide that no outstanding obliga- 
tions against the proceeds of any tax derived from assessments of real 
properties in such counties shall be impaired by the provisions of this Act; 
to provide for appeals of any assessment made by the Tax Assessor or 
ruling of the Board of Equalization of such counties; to provide for the 
necessary personnel, supplies, materials, and equipment to carry out the 
provisions of this Act and to provide the manner in which personnel are to 
be appointed in such counties; to provide for the severability of the pro- 
visions of the Act: to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act. 
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Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee im session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


S. 442. To authorize and provide for converting Northwest Ala- 
bama Junior College into an institution of the type authorized by Act No. 
93, Second Special Session 1963; prescribing the manner of so converting 
such college and providing for the transfer of certain duties and responsi- 
bilities of the board of trustees thereof to the State Board of Education; 
and constituting said board of trustees an advisory committee to advise 
and assist the State Board of Education in matters relative to such col- 


lege. 


S. 353. Relating to the office of Solicitor of the Fifth Judicial Cir- 
cuit; creating a solicitor’s fund for the use of the Circuit Solicitor. 


S. 90. To amend Title 22, Section 199, Code of Alabama 1940, as 
amended, which relates to care and treatment of tubercular patients. 


S. 195. To regulate the practice of psychologists in Alabama as 
herein defined; to create a Board to be known as the “Alabama Board of 
Examiners in Psychology”; to prescribe the duties and powers of said 
Board; to provide for the examination, licensure, and regulation of psy- 
chologists; to fix penalties for the violation of this act; to impose license 
fees and to provide for the use of funds received. 


Mr. Salter, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Agriculture, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


To prevent the sale or offering for sale of artificially col- 
ored potatoes and to prescribe a penalty therefor; to provide for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of this Act.

H. J. R. 134. WHEREAS the Future Farmers of America is an 
organization composed of boys who are studying Vocational Agriculture in 
public high schools in preparation for life work in agriculture; and 


WHEREAS these clubs throughout the United States make up a vast 
organization of which Alabama supplies more than 15,000 active members 
and well over 100,000 associate members all of whom are assisted by 
several thousand volunteer leaders who are teachers or leaders in agricul- 
tural pursuits; and 


WHEREAS the major goals which the Future Farmers of America 
Clubs have set for themselves are to teach sound and progressive methods 
of farming, to develop leadership and character, through the formation 
of good habits of citizenship and thoughtful cooperation; and 
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WHEREAS the State of Alabama is to a large degree dependent on 
farmers, farm products, and related industries, the future progress and 
prosperity of this state may well be in the hands of the members of 
Future Farmers; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE SENATE CONCURRING, 
That this body congratulates the Alabama members of Future Farmers of 
America on their past achievements, and wishes for them continued suc- 
cess in their most useful chosen occupation.

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


H. 1255. To propose an Amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama relating to Greene County; granting to said county full and con- 
tinuing power to acquire, and develop and to dispose of agricultural, com- 
mercial and industrial projects and, after an approving bond election, to 
issue its general obligation interest bearing bonds therefor; to provide the 
manner in which such bond elections shall be held; to provide for the de- 
tails of said bonds; to authorize the pledge for the payment of the princi- 
pal of and interest on such bonds of the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of the county and a special pledge of the one-fourth of one per- 
centum ad valorem tax now authorized to be levied by said county to pay 
debts and liabilities created in the erection of necessary public buildings; to 
authorize refunding bonds; to provide for the levy of taxes within the limit 
provided by the Constitution for payment of said bonds; to provide, for 
the purpose of carrying out said amendment, that the county shall not be 
subject to the provisions of Section 93 of the Constitution; and to provide 
that said amendment shall be self-executing but that the Legislature may 
enact general, special or local laws relating thereto notwithstanding any 
contrary provision of Section 104 of the Constitution. 


Was taken up. 
Mr. Martin offered the following amendment to the bill, H. 1255: 
Amendment to H. B. 1255 


In Section 1, in the proposed amendment, strike out the words and 
figures “(4) after an approving election as hereinafter provided, to sell and 
issue for any one or more of said purposes interest bearing general obli- 
gation bonds of the county,” and insert the following: (4) after an approv- 
ing election as hereinafter provided, to sell and issue for any one or more 
of said purposes interest bearing general obligation bonds of the county 
not exceeding $500,000 in aggregate principal amount, 


And the amendment was adopted.

Amendment to S. B. 391 


Strike out Section 2 of the bill and insert in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not become effective un- 
less the Act is approved by a majority of the qualified electors of DeKalb 
County who reside within the territory hereinbefore described, voting at a 
referendum election which is ordered to be held on the same date as the 
first constitutional amendment election held after the final adjournment 
of the 1963 Regular Session of the Legislature. Notice of the election shall 
be given by the clerk of the Town of Hammondville and such notice shall 
be published one time in a newspaper published in DeKalb County at 
least ten days before the date of the election. The notice shall state the 
date on which the election is to be held and the voting place; and the notice 
must give a description of the territory to be annexed to the Town of 
Hammondville by this Act. 


The town governing body shall appoint election officials from among 
the qualified electors of the territory proposed to be annexed, in the num- 
ber prescribed by law for holding municipal elections, who shall manage 
the election and tabulate the votes. The probate judge of DeKalb County 
shall, at the request of the town clerk of Hammondville, furnish said clerk 
a list of the qualified electors residing in the territory proposed to be an- 
nexed to the Town of Hammondville, and all electors so listed shall be al- 
lowed to vote. The election shall be held and conducted in all respects as 
provided by the general Iaws governing municipal elections and under the 
same sanctions and penalties except as modified by this Act. The Town of 
Hammondville shall pay all cost and expense incident to the election. The 
governing body of the town shall cause to be prepared for the election, 
supplies necessary for holding the election, including ballots, which shall 
have printed thereon the following: “Do you favor annexation of the 
territory in which you reside by the Town of Hammondville in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Act No..........ccscscececceod enacted by the 1963 
Legislature? Yes ( ) No( ).” 


The election officials must, as soon as the polls are closed, tabulate 
the votes and certify the results thereof to the clerk of the Town of Ham- 
mondville. The clerk shall canvass the returns and certify the results to the 
governing body of the municipality and to the probate judge of DeKalb 
County. If a majority of the qualified electors voting in the election vote in 
favor of annexation, the judge of probate shall make and enter an order on 
the records of the probate court adjudging and decreeing the corporate 
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limits of the Town of Hammondville to be extended so as to embrace the 
territory hereinabove described. If a majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing in the election vote against annexation, this Act shall have no further ef- 
fect. The clerk of the town shall certify the results of the election to the 
Secretary of State of Alabama within sixty days after the election.

To provide for the liquidation of the obligation of the State of Ala- 
bama to the Treasurer of the United States as a result of benefits paid 
under the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 1958. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. On or before November 9, 1963, the State Director of In- 
dustrial Relations will determine whether it is in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay all or part of the moneys due the Treasurer 
of the United States in repayment of temporary unemployment compensa- 
tion paid pursuant to section 101 of the Temporary Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act of 1958, as amended, to individuals who exhausted their 
rights to benefits under the Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law. 
If the Director determines that it would be in the best interest of the tax 
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payers of Alabama not to pay all or part of such moneys, then no pay- 
ment will be made. If the Director determines that it would be in the best 
interest of the tax payers of Alabama to pay part of the same, he is au- 
thorized to requisition the amount of such part payment from this State’s 
unemployment compensation trust fund to be paid to the Treasurer of the 
United States. 


Section 2. On or before November 9, 1963, the State Director of 
Industrial Relations will determine whether it is in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay the moneys due the Treasurer of the 
United States in repayment of the cost incurred by the State of Alabama in 
the administration of the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 
1958. If the Director determines that it would be in the best interest of 
the taxpayers of Alabama not to pay such moneys, then no payment will 
be made. If the director determines that it would be in the best interest 
of the tax payers of Alabama to pay such moneys, then he is hereby au- 
thorized to requisition and pay such moneys out of funds made available 
to this State under Section 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended. 
There is hereby appropriated out of funds made available to this State 
under Section 903 of the Social Security Act, as amended, the sum of 
$221,141.00 or so much thereof as may be necessary, to be used by 
the State Director of Industrial Relations for the purpose of restoring to 
the Treasury of the United States the amount of costs incurred by the 
State of Alabama in the administration of the Temporary Unemployment 
Compensation Act of 1958. These moneys shall not be obligated prior to 
the date of enactment of this Act, nor shall they be obligated later than 
the two-year period beginning with the date of enactment of this Act. 
Any moneys obligated pursuant to this section during any 12-month period 
beginning on July 1 and ending on the next June 30, shall not exceed the 
amount by which (a) the aggregate of the amounts credited to the ac- 
count of this State pursuant to section 903 of the Social Security Act during 
such 12-month period and the nine preceding such 12-month periods ex- 
ceeds (b) the aggregate of the amounts obligated for administration and 
paid out for benefits and charged against the amounts credited to the 
account of the State during such ten 12-month periods. 


Section 3. On or before November 9, 1964, the State Director of 
Industrial Relations will determine whether it is in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay all or part of the money then due the 
Treasurer of the United States in repayment of temporary unemployment 
compensation paid pursuant to Section 101 of the Temporary Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Act of 1958, as amended, to individuals who exhausted 
their rights to benefits under the Alabama Unemployment Compensation 
Law. If the Director determines that it would be in the best interest of the 
tax payers of Alabama to pay part or all of the balance due, he is 
hereby authorized to requisition from this State’s account in the unem- 
ployment compensation trust fund, an amount to pay such part or all of 
the balance due the Federal government, according to his determination. 


Section 4. The State Director of Industrial Relations is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to requisition from this State’s account in the un- 
employment compensation trust fund and to pay to the Treasurer of the 
United States on or before November 9, 1965, an amount which is equal 
to the balance due the Federal government of the temporary unemploy- 
ment compensation paid pursuant to Section 101 of the Temporary Un- 
employment Compensation Act of 1958, as amended, to individuals who 
exhausted their rights to benefits under the Alabama Unemployment Com- 
pensation Law. 


Section 5. It is the purpose of this Act that the Director take ad- 
vantage of any amendment made to the Temporary Unemployment Com- 
pensation Act of 1958 that would permit installment repayments of the 
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moneys due the Treasurer of the United States, if he deems that this would 
be in the best interest of the tax payers of Alabama. If no amendments 
are made to the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 1958, to 
permit installment repayments, the Director is hereby authorized to with- 
hold such payment until the year 1965 if he deems that this would be to 
the best interest of the tax payers of Alabama. 


Section 6. Sections 1 and 2 of Act No. 62 of the 1961 Legislature 
are hereby expressly repealed. Any remaining parts of Act No. 62 of the 
1961 Legislature which conflict with this Act are also hereby re- 
pealed. Nothing in this Act shall be construed as authorizing the with- 
drawal of funds from this State’s account in the unemployment compensa- 
tion trust fund for the payment of costs incurred by this State in the ad- 
ministration of the Temporary Unemployment Compensation Act of 1958, 
as amended, other than as specified in section 2 above. 


Section 7. The provisions of Paragraph B (3) of Section 199 of Title

To amend further Act No. 671, H. 921, Regular Session 1951 (Acts

ment, and removal of certain officers and employees in cities having popu- 
lations of not less than 50,000 and not more than 60,000. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 4 of Act No. 671, H. 921, Regular Session 1951 
(Acts 1951, p. 1158), an act creating and establishing a civil service system 
to govern the appointment, tenure, compensation, conditions of employ- 
ment, and removal of certain officers and employees in cities having a 
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population of not less than 50,000 and not more than 60,000, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 4. SELECTION OF BOARD.—The civil service board 
as constituted on the effective date of this Act of amendment is abolished 
and a five member board shall be appointed by the governor, who shall 
assume their duties, powers, and authorities immediately after this Act of 
amendment takes effect. The terms of the first such board members shall 
be fixed so that one member’s term shall expire annually on January 1. 
Thereafter, the governor shall appoint one person as the successor to the 
member of the said civil service board whose term shall expire that year. 
Appointments to fill vacancies on said board shall be for the unexpired 
terms. Three members of said board shall constitute a quorum. No 
person shall be eligible to be a member of that board who holds any 
office of profit under the city, county or state, or is related within the 
third degree of consanguinity or affinity with anyone who holds any office 
of profit under the city, county or state. Each member of said board shall 
receive the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) per day while actually 
attending meetings of said board, not to exceed the sum of three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) per year per member.” 


Section 2. Section 6 of said Act No. 671 of the Regular Session 
1951 is amended to read as follows: 


‘Section 6. BOARD TO MAKE RULES AND REGULATIONS.— 
The civil service board shall make rules and regulations to carry out 
the purpose of this Act, and for examinations, appointments and removals 
in accordance with its provisions and the board may, from time to time, 
make changes in the existing ruies. The civii service tegulutions rererred to 
herein shall be published and a copy furnished to each new employee of 
the police or fire departments coming within the jurisdiction of the civil 
service board, and a copy shall be posted on a bulletin board of each 
fire station and on the bulletin board of the police department. No change 
in said civil service regulation shall be made until after a hearing on such 
change is had and after at least 15 days’ notice of proposed change, which 
notice shall be posted in each fire station and at the police department. 
The commissioner of public safety or the mayor, if there is no commis- 
sioner of public safety, shall exercise directly any power granted by this 
Act to the chief of police or the chief of the fire department if there be 
no permanent chief of the department involved in the city at the time, the 
intent of this Act being that the commissioner or mayor shall have general 
supervision and control over the police and fire departments. The chief 
of police and the chief of the fire department shall, from the membership 
of their respective departments, recommend for promotion such person or 
persons as the occasion may call for to fill any vacancy or vacancies 
that may occur in said respective departments, and all such vacancies 
shall be filled and all such promotions shall be made by the civil service 
board. The chief of the department shall have 30 days from the date the 
vacancy occurs within which to make such recommendations to the civil 
service board. In making such recommendations, the said chief of the de- 
partment shall submit to the civil service board a list of names of at least 
three men for each position to be filled. After the expiration of 30 days 
if no such list or reeommendation is presented to and recommendations made 
to the said board, the said civil service board shall fill such vacancies or 
make such promotions within 30 days from qualified eligible men in the 
department where the vacancy occurs. In making promotions or filling 
vacancies, consideration shall be given to ability to perform the work, phy- 
sical fitness; length of service; provided however, that a person otherwise 
qualified for the job shall not be disqualified for lack of ability to perform 
the work until given an opportunity to learn the new position, not to ex- 
ceed six months. Provided, that the chief of the department will keep a 
written progress report to be presented to the board showing monthly 
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progress, and each entry shall be discussed with the applicant when made. 
The board may make rules and regulations relating to the eligibility for 
promotion. The chief of police department and the chief of the fire de- 
partment shall have authority in their respective departments to demote 
any member of the respective departments by and with the consent and 
approval of the civil service board, provided, however, that upon written 
demand filed with the civil service board within three days from the date 
of the order of demotion the person whom it is proposed to demote shall 
be given a public hearing by the civil service board before any order of 
demotion shall be final. The chief of the police department and the 
chief of the fire department shall have authority to suspend any member 
of their respective departments pending the hearing by the civil service 
board, and such hearing is to be held within 15 days from date of suspen- 
sion. In consideration of promotions, demotions of persons subject to this 
Act, and for any other purpose, consideration shall be given to personnel 
files which shall be maintained on all persons subject to the Act. Such 
personnel file shall be maintained as follows: 


‘It shall be the duty of the chiefs of police or fire department, or 
any person acting under their direction, or any person acting as chief 
of police or fire department, to maintain the personnel records of the 
policemen and firemen in the following manner: 


“Any entry made into the record of a policeman or fireman either 
complimentary or uncomplimentary, shall be made in the following 
manner: 


“The entry shall contain a full account of the subject being entered. 
The entry shall bear the signature of its creator. Each entry shall have an 
identifying number and shall be set down in a record book and beside 
the number shall be written the name of the person into whose record the 
entry is being made. The date shall also be written beside the name. A 
copy of the entry shall be given to the person whose record is affected 
by the entry. The chief of police or fire department shall keep on file one 
copy and a copy shall be given to the civil service board. 


“In the event any vacancy shall occur in the office of chief of the 
police department or chief of the fire department such vacancy shall be 
filled within 30 days by the Commissioner of public safety or the mayor, if 
there is no commissioner of public safety, from the three candidates stand- 
ing highest on an eligible list prepared by the civil service board. In the 
event there is a reduction in the number of firemen or policemen employed 
by such cities, the men last employed shall be the first to be dropped, and 
go on in succession; provided that the number of patrolmen in the police 
department who are qualified as motorcycle patrolmen shall not thereby be 
reduced below the number which may from time to time be determined 
by the board of commissioners of such city as needed for motorcycle 
patrolmen; provided, further that the number of men in the fire depart- 
ment who are qualified as mechanics shall not thereby be reduced below 
the number which may from time to time be determined by the governing 
body of such city as needed for mechanics in said department.” 


Section 3. Section 7 of said Act No. 671 of the Regular Session 
1951 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 7. APPLICATIONS FOR POSITIONS: EXAMINATIONS.— 
All applicants for a place or position on the police force or fire de- 
partment, as the case may be, shall file their application in writing 
with the civil service board, said applications to be on the blank forms 
furnished by the board, and all applicants must be subject to examination, 
which shall be public, competitive, and open to all resident citizens of the 
city who are qualified voters in said city, with specified limitations as to

age, residence, health, habits, and moral character. Such examinations 
shall be practical in their character, and shall relate to those matters 
which will fairly test the relative capacity of the persons examined to in- 
telligently discharge the duties of the position to which they aspire. Such 
applicants shall be at least 21 years of age and shall not have reached his 
35th birthday in time of taking the examination and shall meet the physical 
requirements as to height, and weight as set out in regulations adopted 
by the board after consultation with chiefs of the department. Applicants 
who successfully pass the prescribed examination shall for a period of one 
year thereafter be eligible to appointment without taking another exam- 
ination. Such successful applicant who is not appointed within said one year 
and who has not reached his 35th birthday shall be advised of future 
examinations by mailing notice thereof to his last known address. No 
additional charge shall be made for taking of subsequent examinations af- 
ter the applicant successfully completes the preceding examination.” 


Section 4. Section 12 of said Act No. 671 of the Regular Session 
1951 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 12. REMOVAL.—No member of either the police depart- 
ment or of the fire department shall be removed, discharged, or demoted, 
nor shall the chief of the police department nor the chief of the fire de- 
partment, be removed, discharged, or demoted, except for cause, upon 
written charges or complaints filed with the civil service board and with 
the accused within three days thereafter and after an opportunity to face 
his accusers and be heard in his own defense. Such charges shall be in- 
vestigated by and before the civil service board within fifteen days after 
the charges are filed with the civil service board and with the accused, and 
the hearings thereof and thereon shall he nublic. The decision of the 
board thereon shall be given in writing to the accused, and shall be spread 
on the minutes. A written copy of the board’s decision shall be furnished 
to the city clerk within 48 hours after same is signed and the said clerk 
shall cause certified copies to be made and posted on the bulletin boards 
in the police department and each fire station within five days after date 
of said decision and nothing herein shall be intended to prevent the ac- 
cused from giving such publicity as he may desire to any decision of the 
board affecting him. In all proceedings before the civil service board the 
city attorney may appear and represent the interest of the city when or- 
dered to do so by the civil service board. Any attorney secured by the per- 
son or persons making the charge or accusation shall be allowed to repre- 
sent the prosecution, and any attorney selected by the accused shall be 
allowed to represent the accused. Any person may be served with a sub- 
poena to appear and testify, or to produce books and papers relevant 
to such investigation before the civil service board, such subpoena to be 
issued as subpoenas are now issued and provided for in the circuit courts 
of this state; and anyone who shall refuse or neglect to appear and testify, 
or produce such books and papers relevant to such investigation as com- 
manded in such subpoena, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and punished 
as misdemeanors are punished under the laws of the State of Alabama. 
The fees for witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the same as fees 
for witnesses before the circuit courts of this state, and shall be paid from 
the treasury of the city affected.” 


Section 5. Section 15 of said Act No. 671 of the Regular Session 
1951 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 15. MINUTES TO BE KEPT.—The civil service board 
shall keep minutes of their meetings and records of all business trans- 
acted by them at each and every meeting. All such minutes and records 
shall be open for inspection at all times by the chief of police, the chief 
of the fire department, and any member of said department and of the city 
commission or other governing body of such city in which same may 
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exist. The said minutes of the civil service board shall be open for public 
inspection at reasonable times.” 


Section 6. Section 24 of said Act No. 671 of the Regular Session 
1951 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 24. RULES TO BE PRINTED: AGE LIMITS, WEIGHT, 
ETC., OF APPLICANTS.—The civil service board shall draw and have 
printed such rules and regulations for the government of the said de- 
partments, in accordance with the provisions of this Act, as may seem 
necessary. Copies of the said civil service rules and regulations now being 
used and all amendments thereto hereafter made shali within 30 days from 
the date hereof be prepared in reasonable form by the clerk of the city, 
at the expense of the city, and posted on the bulletin board of each fire 
station and each police station, and copies made available to each new 
member of the department, without cost, after which each new member 
shall be given an up to date copy of such rules and regulations at time 
of employment. The board shall have the power and authority to fix the 
maximum and minimum weights and heights of applicants for the required 
examination. 


“Section 6 (Act No. 488). The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such de- 
claration shall not affect the part which remains.” 


“Section 7 (Act No. 488). All laws or parts of laws which con- 
flict with this Act are repealed.” 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law. Provided, all rules, regulations, and orders issued by the civil service 
board existing on the effective date of this Act shall be continued in 
force until revoked or altered by the new board provided for herein.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Regulating motor vehicle liability insurance policies or contracts is- 
sued and delivered in this state; requiring such policies or contracts to 
provide for certain coverage, including protection of the insured against 
loss caused by an uninsured vehicle; authorizing certain provisions and 
stipulations and forbidding other conditions and stipulations in such poli- 
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cies or contracts; fixing certain rights of the insured and of the insurer; 
and regulating procedures for the recovery of damages resulting from 
motor vehicle accidents caused by uninsured motor vehicles. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. A “motor vehicle liability policy” as the term is used in 
this Act shall mean an owner’s or an operator’s policy of liability insurance 
issued by an insurance carrier duly authorized to transact business in the 
state, to or for the benefit of the person named therein as insured. 


Section 2. (a) A motor vehicle liability policy shall state the name 
and address of the named insured, the coverage afforded by the policy, 
the premium charged therefor, the policy period and the limits of liability, 
and shall contain an agreement, or be endorsed that insurance is provided 
thereunder in accordance with the coverage defined in this Act as respects 
bodily injury and death or property damage, or both, and is subject to 
all the provisions of this Act. 


(b) An owner’s policy of liability insurance shall designate by ex- 
plicit description or by appropriate reference all motor vehicles with re- 
spect to which coverage is thereby to be granted. 


Section 3. (a) No policy or contract of bodily injury liability insur- 
ance, or of property damage liability insurance, covering liability arising 
from the ownership, maintenance or use of any motor vehicle, shall be 
issued or delivered in this State to the owner of such vehicle, or shall be 
issued or delivered by any insurer licensed in this state upon any motor 
vehicle then principally garaged or principally used in this state, unless it 
contains a provision insuring the person named therein and any other per- 
son as insured, using any of those motor vehicles with the express or im- 
plied permission of the named insured, against loss from the liability 
imposed by law for damages arising out of the ownership, maintenance or 
use of such motor vehicle within the United States of America or the 
Dominion of Canada, subject to minimum limits, exclusive of interest and 
costs, with respect to each motor vehicle, as follows: ten thousand dollars 
because of bodily injury to or death of one person in any one accident, 
and, subject to such limit for one person, twenty thousand dollars because 
of bodily injury to or death of two or more persons in any one accident, 
and five thousand dollars because of injury to or destruction of property 
of others in any one accident. 


(b) Nor shall any such policy or contract be so issued or delivered 
after January i, 1964, unless it contains an endorsement or provision 
undertaking to pay the insured all sums which he shall be legally entitled 
to recover as damages from the owner or operator of an uninsured 
motor vehicle, within limits which shall be no less than the requirements 
of subsection (a) hereof. Such endorsement or provisions shall also provide 
for no less than five thousand dollars coverage for injury to or destruc- 
tion of the property of the insured in any one accident, but may provide an 
exclusion of not more than the first two hundred fifty dollars of such loss 
or damage. Provided, however, that the coverage required under this sec- 
tion shall not be applicable where any insured named in the policy shall 
reject the coverage in writing and provided further that, unless the named 
insured requests such coverage in writing, such coverage need not be pro- 
vided in or supplemental to a renewal policy where the named insured 
had rejected the coverage in connection with a policy previously issued 
to him by the same insurer. 


Section 4. (a) Any policy which grants the coverage required for a 
motor vehicle liability policy may also grant any lawful coverage in excess 
of, or in addition to, the coverage specified for a motor vehicle liability 
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policy, and the excess or additional coverage shall not be subject to the 

provisions of this Act. With respect to a policy which grants this excess or 

additional coverage, the term “motor vehicle liability” policy as used in 

tee eae apply only to that part of the coverage which is required by 
section. 


(b) Any motor vehicle liability policy may provide for the prorating 
of the insurance thereunder with other valid and collectible insurance. 


Section 5. A motor vehicle liability policy need not insure any lia- 
bility under the Workmen’s Compensation Law nor any liability on account 
of bodily injury to or death of an employee of the insured while engaged 
in the employment, other than domestic, of the insured, or while engaged 
in the operation, maintenance, or repair of the motor vehicle, nor any 
liability for damage to property owned by, rented to, in charge of, or 
transported by the insured. 


Section 6. (a) The requirements of a motor vehicle liability policy 
may be fulfilled by the policies or one or more insurance carriers, which 
policies together meet such requirements. 


(b) Any binder issued pending the issuance of a motor vehicle 
liability policy shall be considered as fulfilling the requirements for such 
policy. 


Section 7. As used in this Act, the term “bodily injury” shall in- 
clude death resulting therefrom; the term “insured” as used in subsection 
(b) of Section 3, and in Sections 8, 10, and 11 hereof, means the named 
insured and, while resident of the same nousehoid, the spouse of any sutii 
named insured, and relatives of either, while in a motor vehicle or otherwise, 
and any person who uses, with the consent, expressed or implied, of the 
named insured, the motor vehicle to which the policy applies and a guest in 
such motor vehicle to which the policy applies or the personal representative 
of any of the above; and the term “uninsured motor vehicle’ means a 
motor vehicle as to which (i) there is no bodily injury liability insurance 
and property damage liability insurance or as to which there is bodily 
injury liability insurance and property damage liability insurance with 
limits less than the amounts specified in Section 3(a) but it will be con- 
sidered uninsured only for the amount between the limit carried and the 
limit required in Section 3 (a), or (ii) there is such insurance but the in- 
surance company writing the same denies coverage thereunder, or is unable, 
because of being insolvent during the twelve months following the acci- 
dent, to make payment with respect to the legal liability of its insured 
within the limits specified in Section 3 (a), or (iii) there is no bond or de- 
posit of cash or securities in lieu of such bodily injury and property 
damage liability insurance. A motor vehicle shall be deemed to be unin- 
sured if the owner or operator thereof is unknown; provided that recovery 
under the endorsement or provisions shall be subject to the conditions here- 
inafter set forth; provided, that, in order for the insured to recover under 
the endorsement where the owner or operator of any motor vehicle which 
causes bodily injury or property damage to the insured is unknown, ac- 
tual physical contact must have occurred between the vehicle owned or 
operated by such unknown person and the person or property of the 
insured. 


Section 8. If the owner or operator of any motor vehicle which 
causes bodily injury or property damage to the insured is unknown, the 
insured or someone on his behalf, or in the event of a death claim, some- 
one on behalf of the party having such claim, in order for the insured to 
recover under the endorsement, shall report the accident as required by 
the Motor Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Act. 
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Section 9. If the owner or operator of any vehicle causing injury 
or damages is unknown, an action may be instituted against the unknown 
defendant as “John Doe” and service of process may be made by delivery 
of a copy of the motion for judgment, or other pleadings, to the clerk of 
the court in which the action is brought, and service upon the insurance 
company issuing the policy shall be made as prescribed by law as though 
such insurance company were a party defendant. The insurance com- 
pany shall have the right to file pleadings and take other action allowable 
by law in the name of John Doe. Provided, however, that in cases where 
the owner of the vehicle causing injury or damages is known, a copy of 
service shall be made upon the insurance company issuing the policy as 
prescribed by law as though such insurance company were a party defend- 
ant. 


Section 10. An insurer paying a claim under the endorsement or 
provisions required by subsection (b) of Section 3 shall be subrogated to 
the rights of the insured to whom such claim was paid against the person 
causing such injury, death or damage to the extent that payment was 
made including the proceeds recoverable from the assets of the insolvent 
insurer; provided that the bringing of an action against the unknown owner 
or operator as John Doe, or the conclusion of such an action, shall not 
constitute a bar to the insured, if the identity of the owner or operator 
who caused the injury or damages complained of becomes known, bring- 
ing an action against the owner or operator theretofore proceeded against 
as John Doe, provided that any recovery against such owner or operator 
shall be paid to the insurance company to the extent that such insurance 
company paid the named insured in the action brought against such owner 
or operator as John Doe, except that such insurance company shall pay 
its proportionate part of any reasonable costs and expense incurred in 
connection therewith, including reasonable attorneys’ fees. Nothing in an 
endorsement or provisions made under this Act nor any other provision 
of law shall operate to prevent the joining in an action against John Doe 
of the owner or operator of the motor vehicle causing such injury as a 
party defendant and such joinder is hereby specifically authorized. 


Section 11. No such endorsement or provisions shalt contain any 
provision requiring arbitration of any claim arising under any such endorse- 
ment or provisions, nor may anything be required of the insured except 
the establishment of legal liability, nor shall the insured be restricted or 
prevented in any manner from employing legal counsel or instituting legal 
proceedings. 


Section 12. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shail not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 13. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 14. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 


To further amend Sections 59 and 60 of Title 2 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940, and to amend Section 64 of Title 2 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940 which Sections relate to the sale and distribution of com- 
mercial feeds. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 59 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as amended, is hereby amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 59. Each and every person manufacturing or selling or 
offering for sale or distributing any commercial feeds as defined in sec- 
tion 56 of this article shall pay to the commissioner a stamp tax, or in- 
spection fee, of twenty cents (20¢) per ton for each ton of commercial 
feeds sold or offered for sale or distributed in this State, and shall affix to, 
or accompany with each lot shipped in bulk, or each bag or parcel of such 
commercial feeds, a stamp to be furnished by the commissioner, specify- 
ing that all charges provided for in this section have been paid; provided, 
however, the rate of the stamp tax or inspection fee which shall be paid 
for each ton of commercial feeds distributed pursuant to a contract or 
lease agreemeni as hereinaiter provided and each ton of customcr-formula 
feeds shall be ten cents (10¢) per ton which said fee shall be paid by the 
monthly reporting method as hereinafter provided. Any person may make 
application to the commissioner for a permit to report the tonnage of 
commercial feeds sold or distributed and pay the tax or inspection fee of 
twenty cents (20¢) per ton as hereinbefore mentioned on the basis of such 
report in lieu of affixing or furnishing tax stamps. The commissioner may 
grant, in his discretion, the permit and allow proper credit for any stamps 
on hand in possession of the person being granted the permit. All permits 
shall be conditioned on the applicant’s agreeing to keep such records as 
may be necessary to indicate accurately the tonnage and kind of com- 
mercial feeds sold or distributed and as are satisfactory to the commis- 
sioner, and granting the commissioner, or his duly authorized representa- 
tive, permission to examine such records and verify the statement of 
tonnage. The report shall be certified as correct on forms furnished by 
the commissioner, and shall be filed in the office of the commissioner. 
The report of tonnage and tax shall be due and payable to the commis- 
sioner on or before the twentieth day of each month, which report and 
payment shall cover the tonnage and kind of commercial feeds sold or 
distributed during the preceding month. Each remittance shall be accom- 
panied by a certificate stating that the amount remitted is correct. If the 
report is not filed and the tax paid by the twentieth day of the month 
following due date, or if the report of tonnage is false, the commissioner may 
revoke the permit; and, if the tax is unpaid after the twentieth day of the 
month, the commissioner is authorized to add ten per cent to the amount of 
tax already due as a penalty for the failure of such person to make such 
report and payment on the date as herein required and shall proceed to 
collect such stamp tax, together with all costs incident to such collection, 
including the penalty. The sale or offering for sale or distribution by any 
persons of commercial feeds in this state without the tax stamps attached 
to the packages, bags, containers, or parcels, or furnished with bulk lots, 
or without reporting and paying the tax within thirty days from the due 
date, shall constitute sufficient cause for cancellation of all registrations, 
and the commissioner shall so cancel all registrations filed by said persons, 
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and no further registrations shall be accepted until the past due reports 
shall have been filed and the tax, plus the ten per cent penalty shall have 
been paid in full. The term ‘distribute’ or ‘distributed’ as used in this 
article in connection with commercial feeds shall include commercial 
feeds supplied, furnished, exchanged or used for the feeding or growing 
of livestock, animals or poultry under a contract, lease or agreement 
whereby commercial feeds are furnished or supplied to a person for the 
purpose of growing, producing or feeding livestock, poultry or domestic 
animals where such a person, as an independent contractor, feeds such 
commercial feeds to livestock, other animals or poultry and such person’s 
remuneration is determined all or in part by feed consumption, mortality, 
profits, or amount or quality of product. 


Section 2. Section 60 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, 
as amended, is hereby amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 60. Whenever any commercial feeds as defined in section 
56 of this article are kept for sale in bulk, stored in bins, or otherwise, 
the person keeping the same for sale shall keep on hand cards upon 
which shall be printed the statement required by the provisions of section 
57 of this article; and when such feeds are sold at retail in bulk, or in 
packages belonging to the purchaser, the person shall furnish the pur- 
chaser with sufficient stamps to cover the sale, unless granted a permit 
to pay the tax monthly in lieu of attaching stamps, and upon request with 
a card or cards, upon which appears the statement required by the pro- 
visions of section 57 of this article. Customer-formula feeds and feeds 
furnished or supplied to a person pursuant to a growing contract shall 
be labeled by invoice or in such a manner as may be prescribed by rules 
and regulations. Nothing in this article, however, shall be construed to 
restrict or prohibit the sale or distribution of commercial feeds in bulk 
to each other by persons who mix commercial feeds for sale; but all 
such persons shall attach to such feeds a tag stating that they are to be 
used for mixing purposes only, and this tag shall give the number of 
pounds in bulk, or package, the name of the manufacturer, the name of 
the feeds, and their analysis. The commissioner is hereby empowered to 
prescribe the form of such tax stamps which shall be copy-righted ac- 
cording to the laws of the United States patent office. 


“Any person producing or purchasing grain or other material and 
grinding or mixing the same for the purpose of feeding his or its own 
livestock, other animals or poultry shall not be subject to the provisions 
of this article, provided, however, that this exemption shal! not be ap- 
plicable to such mixed feeds furnished, supplied or used for the growing 
or feeding of livestock, other animals or poultry under a contract, lease 
or agreement whereby commercial feeds are furnished or supplied to an- 
other person for the purpose of growing, producing or feeding such live- 
stock, other animals or poultry. It is further provided that if the inspection 
fee levied under the provisions of section 59 hereof has been paid upon 
any concentrated commercial feeds used as a supplement or base for 
mixing purposes then such inspection fee shall be deducted from the 
gross amount of the inspection fee due on the total commercial feeds 
produced.” 


Section 3. Section 64 of Title 2 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 64. (a) If at anytime the commissioner or his duly anthor- 
ized agents or employees shall have reason to believe that any feed 
offered for sale or distributed in this state does not comply with any of 
the requirements of this article, it shall be his duty by written order to 
suspend the sale of the same until he shall have satisfied himself, or shall 
be satisfied by analysis, or otherwise, that such feed meets the require- 
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ments of this article. If he shall find that the same does not comply 
with this article, then he is authorized to seize or cause to be seized 
such feed for confiscation and condemnation as provided for under Article 
33 of this chapter. 


“(b) Any person who shall violate any of the provisions or require- 
ments of this article, or who shall sell, offer for sale or distribute com- 
mercial feeds in violation of any of the requirements of this article or 
in violation of any rule or regulation promulgated for the administration 
and enforcement of this article, or who shall hinder or obstruct any author- 
ized agent or employee of the commissioner by refusing to allow en- 
trance at any reasonable time into any place of business for the purpose 
of enforcing the requirements of this article including the review and 
examination of books and records of the quantity of commercial feeds 
sold, offered for sale or distributed or being mixed or manufactured for 
sale or distribution in Alabama shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished as now prescribed by law for such an offense. 


“(e) The commissioner is hereby authorized to apply for by bill in 
equity to a circuit court or court of like jurisdiction and such court, or 
the judge thereof, shall have jurisdiction and for cause shown to grant a 
temporary or permanent injunction, or both, restraining any person from 
selling, offering for sale or distributing commercial feeds in violation of 
any of the provisions or requirements of this article notwithstanding the 
existence of other remedies at law. Such injunction shall be issued without 
bond.” 


Section 4. If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitu- 
tional such declaration shall not affect or invalidate the remainder thereof 
but shall be confined to the part directly involved. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1963.

and the transfer of ownership of motor vehicles; creating a motor ve- 
hicle license department in each county to which this Act is made to ap- 
ply as herein provided and providing for the appointment, qualifica- 
tion, terms, compensation, powers, duties, and authority of the director 
and deputy director thereof; transferring to the motor vehicle license de- 
partment, and the director thereof, all the powers, duties, responsibilities, 
liabilities and authority of the tax assessor, tax collector, and judge of 
probate relative to the registration, assessment for taxes, collection of ad 
valorem taxes, sale and distribution of tags for motor vehicles, the is- 
suance of motor vehicle drivers licenses and temporary instruction permits, 
the transfer of ownership of motor vehicles, and the distribution of the 
fees, charges and commissions collected and received therefrom; providing 
an additional and alternative method for the registration, assessment for 
taxes, collection of ad valorem taxes, and sale and distribution of tags

AN ACT 


Relating to counties having populations of not less than 60,000 nor 
more than 95,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census who elect to come under the provisions of this Act as here- 
inafter provided; providing a more convenient and efficient method for the 
issuance of all licenses except marriage licenses; assessment for taxes, col- 
lection of ad valorem taxes, and sale and distribution of tags for motor 
vehicles, the issuance of temporary instruction permits, and the transfer of 
ownership of motor vehicles; creating a license department in each county 
to which this Act is made to apply as herein provided and providing for a 
director and deputy director thereof; transferring to the license depart- 
ment, and the director thereof, all the powers, duties, responsibilities, lia- 
bilities and authority of the tax assessor, tax collector, and judge of pro- 
bate relative to the issuance of all licenses, except marriage licenses, in- 
cluding the registration, assessment for taxes, collection of ad valorem tax- 
es, sale and distribution of tags for motor vehicles, the issuance of motor 
vehicle drivers licenses and temporary instruction permits, the transfer of 
ownership of motor vehicles, and the distribution of the fees, charges and 
commissions collected and received therefrom; providing an additional and 
alternative method for the registration, assessment for taxes, collection of 
ad valorem taxes, and sale and distribution of tags for motor vehicles; 
providing for clerical assistance, office space, equipment, supplies, and 
other conveniences necessary for the efficient operation and conduct of 
the license department; providing for the method by which a county to 
which this Act applies can elect to come within the provisions of said 
Act and the effective date thereof; providing the method by which a 
county may withdraw from the provisions of this Act and the effective 
date of withdrawal; and repealing all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
with said Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in counties wherein the Judge 
of Probate is on a salary and in which the population is not less than 
60,000 nor more than 95,000 according to the last or any subsequent fed- 
eral decennial census when said county elects to come under the provisions 
of this Act as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. There is hereby created a License Department in every 
county which elects to come under the provisions of this Act as herein- 
after provided. Said License Department is hereinafter referred to in this 
Act as the Department. 


Section 3. A director of the department shall be elected at the next 
regular election of county officers in every county choosing to operate 
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under this Act as hereinafter provided, and every four years thereafter. 
He shall hold office for a term of four years from the day after his 
election and until his successor is elected and qualified. Any vacancy oc- 
curing shall be filled for the unexpired term by appointment by the judge 
of probate, tax assessor, and chairman or president of the county govern- 
ing body, or a majority of them, who shall constitute a board of appoint- 
ment for such purpose. 


Section 4. The director of the department shall be a county officer, 
shall have an official seal of office, and shall maintain his permanent of- 
fice in the county courthouse. He shall be entitled to an annual salary of 
$7,500, payable in equal monthly installments from the general funds of the 
county. 


Section 5. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the direc- 
tor of the Department shall take the oath of office prescribed by the Con- 
stitution, and shall enter into bond conditioned as other official bonds are 
conditioned. Such bond shall be in such sum as may be prescribed by the 
governing body of the county. The bonds shall be approved by the county 
governing body and filed with and recorded by the Judge of Probate of 
the county and may be made by the surety company or surety companies 
authorized by their charters to execute official bonds, provided they are 
qualified to do business in this State, or such bond may be made with 
individual sureties or banks or other corporations qualified to do busi- 
ness in this State and authorized under their charters to make such bonds, 
All premiums on such bonds shall be paid out of the general fund of the 
county. 


Section 6. Suitable office space in the courthouse of the county, and 
all stationery, equipment, supplies and postage necessary for the conduct 
of the office, shall be furnished by the governing body of the county to 
the director of the Department, except such stationery and supplies as the 
law required to be furnished by the State Department of Revenue, the 
State Department of Finance. or the State Comptroller. 


Section 7. The director of the Department may appoint a deputy 
director of the Department, who shall perform such duties as the director 
may prescribe, and who, in the absence of the director, shall have the 
same powers and authority herein granted to the director of the Depart- 
ment. The director of the Department also may appoint a sufficient num- 
ber of clerk and assistants properly to perform the duties of the office. 
Such deputy director, clerks, and assistants shall be appointed subject to 
the approval of the county governing body, and their compensation shall 
be fixed by the county governing body and paid out of the general fund 
of the county in the same manner as the salaries of other county em- 
ployees are paid. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the director of the Department 
to collect for and issue all licenses in the county, except marriage licenses, 
which are now or may hereafter be required by law to be issued, collected 
for and paid to the State of Alabama or the counties thereof, and with 
respect to motor vehicles to issue such licenses and permits as may now 
or hereafter be required by law for the exercise of any right or privilege 
in connection therewith. 


Section 9. To prevent motor vehicles, as defined by Article 8 of 
Title 51 of the Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, from escaping tax- 
ation and to provide for the more efficient assessment and collection of 
taxes due on same, no license shall be issued to operate a motor vehicle 
on the public highways of this State, nor shall any transfer be made by the 
director of the Department as provided under this Act, until the ad valorem 
tax on such vehicle shall have been paid in the county for the preceding 
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year, as evidenced by a receipt of the director of the Department where 
the owner of the vehicle resides, if the vhicle is owned by an individual; 
and if the vehicle is owned by a firm, corporation or association, then as 
evidenced by the receipt of the director of the Department in the county 
in which the motor vehicle is used or operated; provided, that this sec- 
tion shall not apply to motor vehicles owned by dealers, the State, coun- 
ties, and municipalities. Every person, firm, or corporation who desires to 
operate a motor vehicle on the public highways of Alabama shall first 
return such motor vehicle for ad valorem taxation to the director of the 
Department of the county for the preceding tax year, and the director of 
the Department of the county shall deliver to such person who makes the 
return as herein required a certificate of assessment on a form prescribed 
by the State Department of Revenue, and such certificate shall be the war- 
rant of the director of the Department to collect the tax as shown thereon. 
Motor vehicles, within the meaning of this Act, shall not be included in 
any assessment made by any person, firm, or corporation with the tax as- 
sessor, and such motor vehicle shall not be considered as escape property 
by reason or failure to include same in any tax return, but shall be as- 
sessed as herein provided. The director of the Department, upon issuing 
a license for the operation of motor vehicles as herein provided, shall 
make a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep same on file in his office. 
The license tag shall be evidence of the payment of the license and ad 
valorem tax due as provided under this Act. Valuation for ad valorem 
assessment shall be sixty per cent of the fair and reasonable value of 
such motor vehicles. Motor vehicles brought into this State after the first 
day of October, and before the director of the Department has completed 
his assessment, shall be subject to taxation the same as if it had been 
held or owned in the State on the first day of October. The director of 
the Department is authorized to issue a motor vehicle license where he as- 
certains and makes a record of the fact that there is no ad valorem tax 
due on said motor vehicle for the preceding year. The director of the De- 
partment, in addition to assessing and collecting the ad valorem taxes due 
the State and county on motor vehicles, shall collect the ad valorem taxes 
on motor vehicles due all cities and towns located in such county. The 
director of the Department shall report and pay over the money collected 
for cities and towns at the same time and in the same manner as state 
and county taxes are reported and paid over by him. The director of the 
Department shall receive a commission of two and one-half per cent for 
assessing and a commission of two and one-half per cent for collecting 
city and town ad valorem taxes and shall deduct these commissions from 
the amount collected before paying the same over to the city or town. All 
commissions collected hereunder by the director of the Department shall 
be paid into the general fund of the county and shall be the property of 
the county. 


Section 10. On or after the first day of September each year, the 
director of the Department, if he elects to do so, may mail an application 
in the form and containing the information hereinafter provided to all 
owners of motor vehicles listed as such in the motor vehicle license rec- 
ords (including transfers) in his office or, at his option, to such owners as 
request that such application be mailed to them. The application shall be 
on a form to be provided by the State Department of Revenue. The appli- 
cation form shall contain a space for the name and address of the owner of 
the motor vehicle and the make, model, year, and motor number of his 
motor vehicle and such other information with respect thereto as the State 
Department of Revenue may prescribe. The application form shall also 
contain a space for the correct amount of ad valorem taxes (state, county, 
school districts and municipal) and the amount of the motor vehicle license 
tax due thereon and the issuance fee, including the mailing fee provided 
for herein. The application form shall also contain a space for the owner 
to fill in his present address, if different from that shown in the applica- 
tion form, and a space for his signature. The director of the Department 
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shall cause the application form to be filled in with the name and address 
of the owner; the description of the motor vehicle; the license tax and 
fees to become due on November 15 succeeding, as shown on the license 
registration and transfer records in his office; and the amount of ad 
valorem taxes on said motor vehicle for the preceding tax year as pro- 
vided by Title 51, Section 704, Code of Alabama (1940) as amended. The 
director of the Department shall thereupon cause the application, so filled 
in, to be mailed to the owner of the motor vehicle at his address shown 
thereon, at the address to which such owner requests that the application 
form be mailed. The owner of the motor vehicle, if he is still the owner 
of the motor vehicle and if he desires to pay his motor vehicle ad valorem 
taxes and license tax and secure his motor vehicle registration tag by mail, 
shall sign the application form, indicating thereon any change of address, 
and return the same by mail together with his remittance for ad valorem 
taxes, license taxes, and fees as shown thereon to the director of the De- 
partment. Money orders and checks for the payment of such taxes and 
fees shall be made payable to the director of the License Department. 
Upon receipt of the signed application form and remittance for the 
amount properly due for ad valorem taxes, license tax, and fees, the di- 
rector of the Department shall thereupon mail a receipt for such taxes 
and fees and the license tag for his motor vehicle to the owner thereof. 
When an application is returned to the director of the Department, un- 
signed, or when less than the correct amount of the taxes and fees due 
therefor has been paid, due to a change of address or other causes, such 
application shall be returned to the owner for correction or for signature. 
A return of such application or remittance shall not, however, extend the 
time within which taxes may be paid or a tag secured. If more than the 
correct amount of taxes and fees is received, the director of the Depart- 
ment shall retain the correct amount of taxes and fees and return the ex- 


Section 11. All applications for motor vehicle tags by mail and the 
correct amount of taxes and fees shall be received by the director of the 
Department on or before November 10th preceding the November 15th on 
which the motor vehicle license tag is due and payable, and the director 
of the Department shall mail such tag on or before November 14th pre- 
ceding such November 15th. The director of the Department shall charge 
and collect a fee of fifty cents ($.50) for each motor vehicle license tag issued 
by mail, in addition to all other fees prescribed by law. Such additional 
fee shall be paid by the owner of the motor vehicle with his mailed request 
for license tags, and such fees collected by the director of the Department 
shall be paid into the general fund of the county. The actual expense of 
mailing application forms to the owners of motor vehicles and of mailing 
tags as hereinabove provided shall be paid from the general fund of the 
county upon proper warrant signed by the director of the Department 
and approved by the county governing body as provided by law. All the 
forms necessary in the administration of this Act shall be furnished by the 
State Department of Revenue. 


Section 12. The procedure authorized by this Act for the payment 
of ad valorem taxes and motor vehicle license taxes and the issuance of 
license tags is optional, additional and alternative to the procedure now 
provided by law. Each owner of a motor vehicle shall continue to have 
the right to pay taxes and to receive his tag in person without the payment 
of the additional fee hereinabove provided. 


Section 12(a). The purchaser of an automobile shall within 10 days 
after transfer of title to him, have the transfer of title made on the 
records contained in the office of the Judge of Probate; should the pur- 
chaser fail to so do he shall at the time his automobile is assessed for the 
preceding year pay to the Director of the License Department the sum of 
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$2.50 as a penalty; this penalty shall be remitted by the director to the 
county general fund. 


Section 13. In those counties to which the Act is made to apply, as 
hereinafter provided, any and all duties now or which may hereafter be 
required by law of judges of probate with reference to the issuance of all 
licenses (except marriage licenses), the registration, sale and distribu- 
tion of tags for motor vehicles, the issuance of motor vehicle drivers li- 
censes and temporary instruction permits, and the transfer of the owner- 
ship of motor vehicles, shall be performed by the director of the Depart- 
ment, and the director of the Department shall be entitled to collect all 
fees, commissions, charges, penalties and allowances now or hereafter 
fixed by law for judges of probate to collect in connection with the per- 
formance of said duties, and the judges of probate of the counties in which 
this Act is made to apply, as hereinafter provided, are relieved from any 
and all duties, liabilities, and responsibilities in reference thereto. The fees, 
commissions, charges, penalties and allowances collected by the director of 
said Department in connection with the performance of the duties here- 
inabove enumerated shall be distributed as now, or as hereinafter, pro- 
vided by law, either general or local. All records in the custody of the 
judge of probate of a county relating to the duties herein imposed on the 
director of the Department shall, upon the effective date of this Act in 
said county as hereinafter provided, be delivered to the director of the De- 
partment for said County. 


Section 14. All duties required by law of the tax assessor and tax 
collector of any county to which this Act applies, with reference to the 
assessment and collection of ad valorem taxes on automobiles, trucks, 
or other motor vehicles, shall be performed and exercised by the director 
of the Department; and the tax assessor and the tax collector of the coun- 
ty are hereby relieved of all duties and responsibilities in reference there- 
to. The State Department of Revenue shall furnish the director of the De- 
partment all forms and blanks necessary for the assessment and collec- 
tion of such taxes. 


Section 15. The director of the Department shall collect for the as- 
sessment and collection of state and county ad valorem tax on motor ve- 
hicles the same fees, charges, penalties and commissions fixed by law to 
be paid to the Tax Assessors and Tax Collectors for the same services. 
The fees, charges, penalties and commissions collected by the director of 
the Department shall be paid into the general fund of the county. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective in a county to which 
it applies only upon a writing subscribed to by the judge of probate, the 
tax assessor, and the tax collector requesting to come under the provisions 
of this Act and upon the adoption of a resolution by a majority vote of 
the board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or other like govern- 
ing body of the county, whereby the county elects to come under the pro- 
visions of said Act. The resolution, together with the proceedings had in 
connection with the passage thereof, shall be entered in the minute book 
of the county governing body and copies of said resolution, duly certified 
to by the chairman or presiding officer of the county governing body, shall 
be forthwith forwarded by the chairman or presiding officer of said coun- 
ty governing body to the State Department of Revenue, the State Depart- 
ment of Finance, the State Comptroller, and to the probate judge, tax 
assessor and tax collector of the county, and copy of said resolution shall 
also forthwith be published in a newspaper published in said county once 
a week for four consecutive weeks. Should the county governing body of a 
county which has elected to come under the provisions of this Act, as 
herein provided, desire to withdraw from the provisions thereof, it may do 
so by resolution to this effect unanimously adopted by said county gov- 
erning body. Said resolution shall be entered upon the minutes of the gov- 
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erning body of the county and copies thereof, duly certified to by the chair- 
man or presiding officer of the county governing body, forthwith be for- 
warded to the State Department of Revenue, the State Department of Fi- 
nance, the State Comptroller, and the judge of probate, tax collector and 
tax assessor of the county. Notice of the action of the county governing body 
in withdrawing from the provisions of this Act shall also be given forthwith 
by publication of said resolution in a newspaper published in said county 
once a week for four consecutive weeks. Provided, however, the action of 
the governing body to withdraw from the provisions of this Act shall be 
void unless the Tax Assessor, Tax Collector and the Judge of Probate 
have first received notice in writing from the county governing body more 
than six (6) months prior to the anticipated effective date of withdrawal. 


Section 17. The provisions of this Act shall immediately apply and 
become effective in a county upon the adoption of the resolution by the 
board of revenue, court of county commissioners, or other like govern- 
ing body of the county, whereby it elects to come within the provisions of 
this Act; provided, however, that said governing body may, if it deems it 
advisable for the purpose of properly establishing said Department and al- 
lowing the personnel to plan and become familiar with the work thereof, 
expend such funds as is necessary to set up said Department and pay the 
director and personnel during said period but to delay the actual date 
when said Department is officially put into operation within the County to 
perform the duties and exercise the powers herein provided. The provi- 
sions of this Act shall cease to apply to a county which has formally 
elected to come under the provisions thereof immediately upon the unani- 
mous adoption of a resolution by the board of revenue, court of county 
commissioners, or other like governing body of the county, whereby it 
elects to withdraw from the provisions of this Act as herein provided. 
in the event a county eiecis iv Withdraw from we provisions of this 
Act, it shall be the duty of the governing body of the county and said 
governing body is hereby given the authority to furnish the office of tax 
assessor, tax collector and probate judge with the necessary extra clerk 
hire to properly perform the duties of their respective offices, and make 
allowance for the pay for the same out of the general fund of the county. 


Section 18. It is the intent and purpose of this Act to provide a 
more convenient and efficient method of issuing licenses and to render a 
better service to the people of such counties, by incorporating in one 
county office the assessment and collection of all taxes on motor vehicles. 


Section 19. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 20. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 21. This Act shall become effective on its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Act No. 298, S. 137, Regular Session 1947 (General Acts 
1947, p. 149), which provides for licensing manufacturers, distillers, pro- 
ducers, distributors, and persons selling, attempting to sell, or acting as 
brokers for persons selling alcoholic liquors to the Alabama alcoholic bev- 
erage control board. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Act No. 298, S. 137, Regular Session 1947 (General Acts 
1947, p. 149), which provides for licensing manufacturers, distillers, pro- 
ducers, distributors, and persons selling, attempting to sell, or acting as 
brokers for persons selling alcoholic liquors to the Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. No manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of 
alcoholic liquors shall be admitted or authorized to do business in or with 
this state without a license issued in accordance with this Act. 


Section 2. Every manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of: 
alcoholic liquors desiring to engage in business in this state, or to do any 
business with the state or the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board 
or its successor in function, shall file with the commissioner of the state 
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department of revenue, within the first 60 days after the date of this 
enactment, and within the first 60 days of each calendar year thereafter 
following, a statement showing the total amount of its sales to the state or 
board during the preceding year ending December 31. The statement 
shall be verified by the affidavit of an authorized agent having knowl- 
edge of the facts, and shall be accompanied by payment of a filing fee in 
the amount of $250, and an additional sum as a privilege tax or license 
in an amount equal to three percent of its total gross sales of alcoholic 
liquors to the state or board, whether made in the state or elsewhere, 
during the preceding calendar year. If a manufacturer, distiller, producer, 
or distributor of alcoholic liquors who applies for a license has made no 
sales to the state or board during the preceding year, he shall pay a filing 
fee of $250 and, by March 1 of the succeeding year, remit with the state- 
ment to the commissioner of revenue as required by this section, the 
amount of taxes due on the basis of sales made during the remainder of 
the calendar year in which he first applied for a license; provided, the 
commissioner of revenue shall require the applicant to file with his original 
application a bond in the penal sum of not less than $1,000 nor more 
than $10,000 conditioned upon the payment of the license taxes to become 
due by the applicant. 


Section 3. A license issued under this Act shall expire on Decem- 
ber 31 of the year in which it is issued and may be renewed annually. The 
fees and taxes imposed in this Act are in addition to the permit fee re- 
quired by Code of Alabama 1940, Title 29, Section 5, and all other permits, 
licenses, fees, or taxes imposed by law. 


Section 4. Applications for licenses and accompanying statements 
ghall he kent in the office of the cammissioner of revenne and shall be 
open to public inspection during regular business hours. The commissioner 
of revenue shall give notice to the administrator of the alcoholic beverage 
control board of each license issued. 


Section 5. The revenue derived from filing fees paid under this Act 
shall be paid into the state treasury to the credit of the beer tax and li- 
cense fund of the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board. The revenue 
derived from the license taxes imposed by the Act shall be paid into the 
state treasury and shall be distributed as follows: One half part thereof 
shall be credited to the state public welfare trust fund and shall be used 
for old age assistance purposes only; three-eighths part thereof shall be 
set aside in the Special Mental Health Fund and shall be used only for 
establishment and operation of regional and community mental health 
clinics, the training of mental health personnel and drugs for medically 
indigent, non hospitalized mental patients; and one eighth part thereof shall 
be set aside in a special fund, to be designated the student scholarship 
fund, and shall be subject to appropriation and spent in such manner as 
the legislature may direct. 


Section 6. The Alabama alcoholic beverage control board and its of- 
ficers and agents shall not buy alcoholic liquors from or through any 
manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor who is not licensed as pro- 
vided in this Act. 


Section 7. Every manufacturer, distiller, producer, or distributor of 
alcoholic liquors doing business in or with this state shall, within 60 days 
after the effective date of this Act as amended, secure a license and pay 
the fees and license taxes prescribed and required by the Act as amended; 
provided, that any manufacturer, distiller, producer or distributor who has 
obtained a license for the current license year shall be entitled to receive 
credit for the license or fee previously paid for the current license year.” 
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Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective January 1, 1964.

Substitute for H.B. 826 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To regulate, tax, supervise and control placement of insurance with 
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insurers not-admitted to Alabama; To provide for the deposit into the State 
General Fund of the proceeds of the tax and to make an appropriation 
therefrom. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Unauthorized insurers act; short title; This act may be 
cited as the “Unauthorized Insurers Act.” 


Section 2. Purpose - Necessity for Regulation. Insurance transac- 
tions with unauthorized insurers are so affected with a public interest as 
to require regulation, taxation, supervision and control of such transactions 
and matters relating thereto, as provided in this act, in order to: (a) pro- 
tect the assureds and claimants of this state in transactions involving the 
purchase of insurance from insurers not authorized to transact business in 
this state (herein called unauthorized insurers), (b) provide for the public, 
to the extent that insurance if not procurable from admitted insurers, or- 
derly, reasonable and regulated access to such insurance from unauthorized 
insurers through qualified, licensed and supervised surplus lines brokers; 
(ec) protect the revenues of this state; (d) enable regulated, admitted in- 
surers to meet competition of non-admitted insurers in the field of surplus 
lines; (e) regulate and supervise the effectuation of unauthorized insurance 
in accordance with the laws of this state and Public law 15, known as the 
McCarran Act; and (f) maintain reliable insurance markets. 


Section 3. Definitions. The following shall have the meaning given: 


(a) “Unauthorized insurer’ means an insurer not authorized to trans- 
act business in this state. 


(b) “Surplus Lines”: Coverage not normally procurable from ad- 
mitted insurers except as herein provided. 


(ec) “Surplus Lines broker”: An individual licensed to export in- 
surance. 


(d) “Surplus Lines insurer’: A non-admitted insurer with which in- 
surance coverage may be placed under this act. 


(e) “Domestic Risk”: A subject of insurance resident, located or to 
be performed in this state. 


(f) “To export” to place surplus lines with a non-admitted insurer. 


(g) “Superintendent”: Means the Superintendent of Insurance. 


Section 4. REPRESENTING OR AIDING UNAUTHORIZED IN- 
SURER PROHIBITED. (1) No person shall in this state directly or in- 
directly act as agent for, or otherwise represent or aid on behalf of 
another, any insurer not then authorized to transact such insurance in this 
state, in the solicitation, negotiation or effectuation of insurance or annuity 
contracts, forwarding of applications, delivery of policies or contracts, in- 
spection of risks, fixing of rates, investigation or adjustment of losses, 
collection of premiums, or in any other manner in the transaction of in- 
surance with respect to subjects of insurance resident, located or to be 
performed in this state. 


(2) This section shall not apply to: 


(a) Acceptance of service of process by the Superintendent of In- 
surance under the Unauthorized Insurers Process Act, Act No. 768, S 596, 
approved September 11, 1951 (Acts of Alabama, Vol. IT p. 1335), being 
Title 28 Sections 412 et seq. Alabama Code (1940) as amended. 
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(b) Surplus lines insurance or coverage specified in Section 21. 


(ec) Transactions for which a certificate of authority to do business 
is not required -f an insurer under the laws of this state. 


(a) Reinsurance effectuated in accordance with the insurance laws 
of this state. 


(e) Adjustment of losses as authorized in Section 22. 


(f) The property and operations of the ship building and/or ship re- 
pair industry engaged in interstate or foreign commerce, and vessels, car- 
goes, watercraft, piers, wharves, graven docks, drydocks, marine railways 
and building ways, commonly known as wet marine. 


(8) This section shall not be deemed to render invalid, as between 
the parties thereto, any insurance contract entered into in violation of 
this section. 


Section 5. REPRESENTATION OF UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS— 
AGENTS, ADJUSTERS—LIABILITY, PENALTY. (1) Any person who 
in this state wilfully represents or aids an unauthorized insurer in 
violation of Section 4, shall in addition to any other applicable penalty be 
liable for the full amount of any loss sustained by the insured under any 
such contract and for the amount of any premium taxes which may be 
payable under Section 22 by reason of such contract. 


(2) Any adjuster who directly or indirectly enters into an investiga- 
tion or adjustment of any loss arising under a contract of insurance or 
annuity issued by an unauthorized insurer and covering at time of issuance 
a subject of insurance resident, located, or to be performed in this state, 
shall be liable for the full amount of any loss suffered by the insured 
under such contract. This subsection does not apply as to surplus lines 
contracts lawfully written under this act, or to the kinds exempted under 
section 21 or to insurance contracts procured by the insured on his own 
behalf and on which the tax is paid as required by section 22, nor to 
transactions as to which, the insurer is not required to have a certificate 
of authority. 


Section 6. SUITS BY UNAUTHORIZED INSURERS PROHIB- 
ITED. (1) No unauthorized insurer shall institute or file, or cause to 
be instituted or filed, any suit, action or proceeding in this state to en- 
force any right, claim or demand arising out of any insurance transaction 
in this state, until such insurer has obtained a certificate of authority to 
transact such insurance in this state. 


(2) This section does not apply as to: 


(a) Transactions for which certificate of authority is not required. 
(bo) Surplus line coverages written under this Act, and 
(c) Coverages exempted under section 21. 


Section 7. “SURPLUS LINE” INSURANCE. If certain insurance 
coverages cannot be procured from authorized insurers, such coverages, 
hereinafter designated “surplus lines,” may be procured from unauthor- 
ized insurers subject to the following conditions: 


(1) The insurance must be procured through a licensed surplus line 
broker. 


(2) The full amount of insurance required must not be procurable, 
after diligent effort has been made to do so, from among the insurers 
authorized to transact and actually transacting that kind and class of in- 
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surance in this state, or has been procured to the full extent such in- 
surers are willing to insure. 


(3) The insurance must not be procured solely for the purpose of 
securing advantages as to a lower premium rate than would be accep- 
ted by an authorized insurer. 


(4) This section and this unauthorized insurers act does not apply as 
to life insurance, accident and health insurance, annuities or disability 
insurance. 


Section 8. BROKER’S REPORT. (1) Within thirty (80 days af- 
ter the effective date of any such insurance the surplus line broker shall 
file a written report with the Superintendent setting forth facts from which 
it can be determined whether under section 7 the coverage has been law- 
fully placed as a surplus line. If so required by the Superintendent, the 
report shall be in the form of the broker’s affidavit. If so required by the 
Superintendent, the report shall be accompanied by a written statement 
signed by the insured to the effect that the coverage was placed in an un- 
authorized insurer with the insured’s knowledge and consent. 


Section 9. ENDORSEMENT OF CONTRACT. Every insurance contract 
procured and delivered as a surplus line coverage pursuant to this law 
shall be initialed by or bear the name and license number of the surplus 
line broker who procured it and shall have stamped upon it the following: 


“This contract. is registered and delivered as a surplus line coverage 
under the Alabama Unauthorized Insurers Act, and is not subject to regula- 
tion by the Superintendent of Insurance of Alabama”. 


Section 10. SURPLUS LINE INSURANCE VALID. Insurance con- 
tracts procured as “surplus line’ coverages from unauthorized insurers 
in accordance with this law shall be fully valid and enforceable as to all 
parties, and shall be given acceptance and recognition in all matters and 
respects to the same effect and extent as like contracts issued by author- 
ized insurers, 


Section 11. LICENSING OF SURPLUS LINE BROKER. Any per- 
son, while licensed as a resident agent or broker of this state as to 
property, casualty and surety insurances, and who is deemed by the Su- 
perintendent to have had sufficient experience in the insurance business to 
be competent for the purpose, may he licensed as a surplus line broker 
for the types and kinds of insurance that he as a resident agent or broker 
is licensed to handle, as follows: 


(1) Application to the Superintendent for the license shall be made 
on forms as designated and furnished by the Superintendent. 


(2) License fee in the amount of twenty-six dollars ($26) shall be 
paid to the Superintendent. The license shall expire on the first day of 
January next after its issue. 


(3) Prior to issuance of license, the applicant shall file with the 
Superintendent, and thereafter for as long as any such license remains 
in effect he shall keep in force and unimpaired, a bond in favor of the 
State of Alabama in the penal sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), ag- 
gregate liability with authorized corporate sureties approved by the Super- 
intendent. The bond shall be conditioned that the broker will conduct 
business under the license in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
and that he will promptly remit the taxes as provided by such law. No 
such bond shall be terminated unless at least thirty (30) days’ prior writ- 
ten notice thereof is given to the broker and the Superintendent. 
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Section 12. BROKERS MAY ACCEPT BUSINESS FROM. AGENTS. 
A licensed surplus line broker may accept and place surplus line busi- 
ness for any insurance agent or broker licensed in this state for the 
kind and class of insurance involved, and may compensate such agent 
or broker therefor. No such agent shall knowingly misrepresent to the 
broker any material fact involved in any such insurance, or in the eligi- 
bility thereof for placement with an unauthorized insurer. 


Section 18. ELIGIBLE SURPLUS LINE INSURERS. (1) A sur- 
plus line broker shall not knowingly place surplus line insurance with an in- 
surer that is unsound financially, or that is ineligible under this section. 
The broker shall ascertain the financial condition of the unauthorized in- 
surer before placing insurance therewith. 


(2) The broker shall not so insure: 


(a) With any insurer which is not an authorized insurer in at least 
one state of the United States for the kind of insurance involved, and with 
capital and/or surplus or guaranteed trust fund amounting to at least three 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000.00); or 


(b) With an alien insurer not authorized to transact insurance in at 
least one state of the United States, unless such insurer shall have an estab- 
lished and effective trust fund of at least four hundred thousand dollars 
($400,000.00) within the United States administered by a recognized finan- 
cial institution and held for the benefit of all its policyholders or policy- 
holders and creditors in the United States; or 


(c) In any insurer made ineligible as a surplus line insurer by order 
Of the Superiitendent received by or known to the broker. The Snnerin- 


tendent may issue such an order of ineligibility if he finds that the insurer: 


(i) Does not meet the financial requirements of this section. 


(ii) Has without just cause refused to pay valid claims arising under 
its contracts in this state or has otherwise conducted its affairs in such a 
manner as to result in injury or loss to the insuring public of this State. 


Section 14. EVIDENCE OF THE INSURANCE; CHANGES; PEN- 
ALTY. (1) Upon placing a surplus line coverage, the broker shall 
promptly issue and deliver to the insured evidence of the insurance con- 
sisting either of the policy as issued by the insurer or, if such policy is not 
then available, the surplus line broker’s certificate. Such a certificate shall 
be executed by the broker and shall show the description and location of 
the subject of the insurance, coverage, conditions and term of the insurance, 
the premium and rate charged and taxes collected from the insured, and 
the name and address of the insured and insurer. If the direct risk is as- 
sumed by more than one insurer, the certificate shall state the name and 
address and proportion of the entire direct risk assumed by each such in- 
surer. 


(2) No broker shall issue any such certificate or any cover note, or 
purport to insure or represent that insurance will be or has been granted 
by any unauthorized insurer unless he has prior written authority from the 
insurer for the insurance, or has received information from the insurer in 
the regular course of business that such insurance has been granted, or an 
insurance policy providing the insurance actually has been issued by the in- 
surer and delivered to the insured. 


(3) If after the issuance and delivery of any such certificate there is 
any change as to the identity of the insurers, or the proportion of the 
direct risk assumed by an insurer as stated in the broker’s original certi- 
ficate, or in any other material respect as to the insurance coverage 
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evidenced by the certificate, the broker shall promptly issue and deliver to 
the insured a substitute certificate accurately showing the current status of 
the coverage and the insurers responsible thereunder. 


(4) If a policy issued by the insurer is not available upon placement 
of the insurance and the broker has issued and delivered his certificate as 
hereinabove provided, upon request therefor by the insured the broker 
shall as soon as reasonably possible procure from the insurer its policy 
evidencing such insurance and deliver such policy to the insured in replace- 
ment of the broker’s certificate theretofore issued. 


(5) Any surplus line broker who knowingly or negligently issues a 
false certificate of insurance, or who fails promptly to notify the insured of 
any material change with respect to such insurance by delivery to the 
insured of a substitute certificate as provided in subsection (3), shall, upon 
conviction, be subject to the penalties provided by section 25 of this Act 
or to any greater applicable penalty otherwise provided by law. 


Section 15. LIABILITY OF INSURER AS TO LOSSES AND UN- 
EARNED PREMIUMS. (1) As to a surplus line risk which has been as- 
sumed by an unauthorized insurer pursuant to this Act, and if the premium 
thereon has been received by the surplus line broker who placed such in- 
surance, in all questions thereafter arising under the coverage as between 
the insurer and the insured the insurer shall be deemed to have received 
the premium due to it for such coverage; and the insurer shall be liable 
to the insured as to losses covered by such insurance, and for unearned 
premiums which may become payable to the insured upon cancellation of 
such insurance, whether or not in fact the broker is indebted to the in- 
surer with respect to such insurance or for any other cause. 


(2) Each unauthorized insurer assuming a surplus line direct risk 
under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have subjected itself to the terms 
of this section. 


Section 16. RECORDS OF SURPLUS LINE BROKERS. (1) Each 
surplus line broker shall keep in his office in this State a full and true 
record of each surplus line contract procured by him, including a copy of 
the policy, certificate, cover note, or other confirmation of insurance, and 
of the daily report, if any, and showing such of the following items as may 
be applicable: 


(a) Amount of the insurance and risks insured against; 

(b) Gross premium charged; 

(c) Return premium paid, if any; 

(d) Rate of premium charged upon the several items of property; 
(e) Effective date of the contract, and the terms thereof; 

(f) Name and address of the insurer; 

(g) Name and address of the insured; 

(h) Brief general description of property insured and where located; 
(i) Amount of tax and other sums collected from the insured; 
(j) Other information as may be required by the Superintendent. 


(2) The record shall at all times be open to examination by the 
Superintendent and shall be kept available and open to the Superintendent 
for five (5) years next following the issuance of the contract; provided, 
however, that these records and the information contained therein shall be 
confidential and privileged and the information shall not be disclosed by 
the Superintendent or any of his agents and employees. Nothing herein 
contained shall prohibit a court of competent jurisdiction from subpoena- 
ing such records. 


Section 17. ANNUAL STATEMENT. (1) Each surplus line bre-

ker shall on or before the first day of March of each year file with the 
Superintendent a verified statement of all surplus line insurance transacted 
by him during the preceding calendar year. 


(2) The statement shall be on forms as prescribed and furnished by 
the Superintendent and shall show: 


(a) Gross amount of each kind of insurance transacted; 

(b) Aggregate gross premiums charged, exclusive of sums collected 
to cover state or federal taxes; 

(c) Aggregate of returned premiums and taxes paid to insureds; 

(d) Aggregate of net premiums; and 

(e) Additional information as required by the Superintendent. 


Section 18. TAX ON SURPLUS LINE BROKERS, (1) On or be- 
fore the first day of March each year the surplus line broker shall remit to 
the State Treasurer through the Superintendent, as a tax imposed for the 
privilege of transacting business as a surplus line broker in this state, a 
tax of four percent (4%) on the direct premiums, less return premiums 
and exclusive of sums collected to cover state or federal taxes, on surplus 
line insurance subject to tax transacted by him during the preceding calen- 
dar year as shown by his annual statement filed with the Superintendent. 


(2) I£ a surplus line policy covers risks or exposures only partially in 
this State, the tax so payable shall be computed on the proportion of the 
premium which is property allocable to the risks or exposures located in 
this State. 


Section 19. REVOCATION OF BROKERS LICENSE. (1) The Super- 
intendent may revoke or suspend any surpius line broker's license after 
notice and hearing as provided in section 24 upon any one or more of the 
following grounds: 


(a) If the broker fails to file his annual statement or to remit the 
tax as required by law; or 


(b) If the broker fails to maintain an office in this State, or to keep 
the records, or to allow the Superintendent to examine his records as re- 
quired by law; or 


(ec) For any of the causes for which an agent’s license may be re- 
voked. 


(2) The Superintendent shall suspend or revoke the broker’s license 
if he finds that the broker has, wilfully or without exercise of due care, 
placed any insurance coverage with an unauthorized insurer in violation 
of any of the requirements or conditions of section 7 of this Act. 


(3) No broker whose license has been so revoked shall again be so 
licensed within one year thereafter, nor until any fines or delinquent taxes 
owing by him have been paid. 


Section 20. ACTION AGAINST INSURER; SERVICE OF PROCESS. 

(1) Any unauthorized insurer issuing a policy or assuming a di- 
rect insurance risk under this Act shall be deemed thereby to have ap- 
pointed the Superintendent as its attorney upon whom may be served all 
lawful process in any action or proceeding against it in this state arising 
out of such insurance. 


(2) Service of process upon the Superintendent as process agent of 
the insurer shall be made by the proper officer of Montgomery County, 
by serving copies in triplicate of the process upon the Superintendent or 
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upon his assistant, deputy or other person in charge of his office. Upon re- 
ceiving such service the Superintendent shall promptly forward a copy 
thereof by certified mail or registered mail to the person last designated to 
receive the same, as provided in subsection (3), below, return one copy 
with his admission of service, and retain one copy in the files of the de- 
partment. 


(3) Each such policy, or the certificate of insurance issued by the 
broker, shall contain a provision stating the substance of this section, and 
designating the person to whom the Superintendent shall mail process as 
provided for in subsection (2), above. The broker shall likewise file the 
name of such person with the Superintendent. As to the same unauthorized 
insurer and all insurance coverages issued or accepted by it under this Act, 
no more than one person shall at any one time be the designee to whom 
copies of process against the insurer, served upon the Superintendent, shall 
be forwarded. 


(4) Where process is served upon the Superintendent as an insurer’s 
process agent, the insurer shall not be required to answer or plead except 
within thirty (30) days after the date upon which the Superintendent 
mailed a copy of the process served upon him as required by subsection 
(2), above. 


(5) Process served upon the Superintendent, and copy thereof for- 
warded as in this section provided, shall for al! purposes constitute valid 
and binding service thereof upon the insurer. 


Section 21. EXEMPTIONS. The provisions of this Unauthorized 
Insurers Act controlling the placing of insurance with unauthorized insur- 
ers shall not apply to reinsurance or to the following insurances when so 
placed by licensed agents or brokers or the ship building and/or repair in- 
dustry of this State: 


(1) Transportation insurance; 


(2) Insurance on subjects located, resident, or to be performed 
wholly outside of this State, or on vehicles or aircraft owned and prin- 
cipally garaged outside this state; 


(3) Insurance on property or operation of railroads engaged in in- 
terstate commerce; and 


(4) Insurance of aircraft owned or operated by manufacturers of 
aircraft or aircraft operated in scheduled interstate flight, or cargo of 
such aircraft, or against liability, other than workmen’s compensation and 
the employer’s liability, arising out of the ownership, maintenance or use 
of such aircraft. 


(5) Life insurance, health and accident insurance, annuities, and dis- 
ability insurance. 


(6) The property and operations of the ship building and ship re- 
pair industry engaged in interstate or foreign commerce, and vessels, car- 
goes, watercraft, piers, wharves, graven docks, drydocks, marine railways 
and building ways, commonly known as wet marine. 


Section 22. REPORT AND TAX OF INDEPENDENTLY PRO- 
CURED COVERAGES. (1) Every insured who in this state procures or 
causes to be procured or continues or renews insurance in an unauthor- 
ized foreign insurer, or any self-insurer who in this state so procures or 
continues excess loss, catastrophe or other insurance, upon a subject of 
insurance resident, located or to be performed within this State, other 
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than insurance procured through a surplus line broker pursuant to this 
Act or exempted under section 21, shall within ninety (90) days after the 
date such insurance was so procured, continued, or renewed, file a written 
report of the same with the Superintendent on forms designated by the 
Superintendent and furnished to such an insured upon request. The report 
shall show the name and address of the insured or insureds, name and 
address of the insurer, the subject of the insurance, a general description 
of the coverage, the amount of premium currently charged therefor, and 
such additional pertinent information as is reasonably requested by the Su- 
perintendent. If any such insurance covers also subjects of insurance resi- 
dent, located or to be performed outside this state a proper pro rata por- 
tion of the entire premium payable for all such insurance shall be allo- 
cated as to the subjects of insurance resident, located or to be performed 
in this state, for the purposes of this section. 


(2) Any insurance in an unauthorized insurer procured through ne- 
gotiations or an application in whole or in part occurring or made within 
or from within this state, or for which premiums in whole or in part are 
remitted directly or indirectly from within this state, shall be deemed to be 
insurance procured, or continued or renewed, in this state within the intent 
of subsection (1) above. 


(3) For the general support of the government of this state there 
is levied upon the obligation, chose in action, or right represented by the 
premium charged or payable for such insurance, a tax at the rate of four 
(4%) percent of the gross amount of such premium. The insured shall with- 
hold the amount of the tax from the amount of premium charged by and 
otherwise payable to the insurer for such insurance, and within ninety 
(90) days after the insurance was so procured, continued or renewed, and 
coincidenialiy with the filing with the Sunerintendent of the report pro- 
vided for in subsection (1) above, the insured shall pay the amount of the 
tax to the State Treasurer through the Superintendent. 


(4) If the insured fails to withold from the premium the amount of 
tax herein levied, the insured shall be liable for the amount thereof and 
shall pay the same to the Superintendent within the time stated in 
subsection (3) above. 


(5) The tax imposed hereunder if delinquent shall bear interest at 
the rate of six percent (6%) per annum, compounded annually. 


(6) Payment of such tax shall be enforced by the Superintendent by 
civil suit against any person failing to pay the tax herein provided for. 


(7) A licensed adjuster may lawfully investigate and adjust any loss 
occurring or claim made under any such contract of insurance as to which 
the tax has been paid as provided in this section. 


(8) This section does not apply as to life insurance, accident and 
health insurance annuities or disability insurances. 


Section 23. RECORDS PRODUCED ON ORDER. Every person 
as to whom insurance is placed with an unauthorized insurer, upon the 
Superintendent’s order shall produce for his examination all policies and 
other documents evidencing the insurance and shall disclose to the Super- 
intendent the amount of gross premiums paid or agreed to be paid for 
the insurance. For each wilful refusal to obey such order, such person 
shall be liable to a fine of not more than five hundred dollars. ($500.00). 


Section 24. HEARINGS; JUDICIAL REVIEW 
(a) The Superintendent may institute a proceeding to revoke or sus- 
pend the license of a licensee by filing a complaint against such licensee 
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as provided in this section, and the Superintendent shall likewise notify all 
interested parties. 


(b) Any person having an interest and feeling aggrieved may file a 
complaint against any licensed surplus lines broker for the purpose of rev- 
ocation or suspension of his license. Such complaint shall be in writing and 
shall specify in reasonable detail the charge or charges made, the truth 
of which shall be sworn to by the complainant or some other person 
who has knowledge of the facts averred. 


(ec) If, upon reviewing the complaint, the Superintendent shall find 
that the charges made therein constitute grounds for the revocation or 
suspension of the license under the provisions of this Act, he shall forth- 
with notify the licensee against whom the complaint has been made and 
shall serve him with a copy of the complaint. Service of the notice and copy 
of the complaint made shall be sent by registered mail, addressed to the 
licensee at the address shown by the records of the Superintendent, return 
receipt requested and marked “deliver to addressee only”. 


(d) Within thirty (30) days after service upon the licensee of the copy 
of the complaint made against him, the licensee shall file with the Super- 
intendent his answer in writing to the charges, either specifically admitting 
or denying or specifically confessing and avoiding each of the charges 
made. If the licensee against whom the complaint has been made stands 
in default for answer, the charges set forth in said complaint shall be taken 
as admitted. 


(e) Within twenty (20) days after receipt of the licensee’s answer 
the Superintendent shall fix a time and place for the hearing of the com- 
plaint at his office or elsewhere as hereinafter provided and shall serve 
notice thereof upon the licensee and the complainant by registered mail as 
hereinabove provided with respect to service of the complainant upon the 
licensee; such notice shall be served at least twenty (20) days before the 
date fixed for the hearing. 


(f) At the time fixed by the Superintendent for such hearing the 
complaint shall be heard before the superintendent or a deputy appointed 
by him and the complainant and licensee may each be represented by an 
attorney at law and may give the testimony and offer proof, documentary 
or ore tenus as to the truth of the charges and any denial thereof. 


(g) The Superintendent shall have any power of subpoena, subpoena 
duces tecum or discovery obtaining in the circuit courts of this state, and 
any party shall have the right, upon request in writing filed with the Su- 
perintendent, to cause a writ of subpoena to issue out of the office of 
the Superintendent which shall be signed by the Superintendent or his dep- 
uty and directed to the sheriff of any county of this state returnable to 
the office of the Superintendent. The cost of issuing and serving subpoenas 
and witness fees shall be the same as such costs and fees in the circuit 
court and shall be recoverable by the prevailing party from the other 
party. The Superintendent shall tax such costs and upon the same not being 
paid within a period of 10 days therefrom, payment thereof may be en- 
forced in any court having jurisdiction over the person of the defaulting 
party. 


(h) The Superintendent shall, within 15 days after the conclusion 
of the hearing, make a ruling in writing fully disposing of the complaint, a 
copy of the ruling shall be served upon the complainant, the licensee and 
all interested parties represented by the licensee, by registered mail, ad- 
dressed to the licensee at the address shown by the records of the Super- 
intendent. 
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(i) The Superintendent or his deputy shall preside over the hearing, 
and shall make a written finding of facts upon which his decision shall be 
based. 


(j) The place of hearing of the complaint shall be at the office of 
the Superintendent at Montgomery or at any other place in this State 
more convenient to the parties and witnesses as the Superintendent shall 
determine, and the testimony may be taken orally or by deposition, and 
any party shall have such right of introducing proof by deposition, as may 
obtain in the circuit courts of this State either at law or in equity. 


(k) Pursuant to such hearing, the Superintendent may, for good 
cause shown, either revoke or suspend the license of the licensee com- 
plained against, as in his sound discretion the Superintendent shall deem 
just. 


(1) Upon the revocation or suspension of any license, the licensee 
shall, upon being served with notice thereof by the Superintendent, surren- 
der to the Superintendent the license so revoked or suspended. 


(m) Any person having an interest in and aggrieved by the ruling of 
the Superintendent may cause the action of the Superintendent to be 
judicially reviewed in the circuit court for the county in which the licensee 
complained against resides as hereinafter provided. 


(n) Any communication, complaint, evidence, testimony, document, 
deposition, affidavit, statement, or other proof filed, given or proffered 
at the hearing provided for in this section shall be absolutely privileged to 
the same extent as in a court of law and shall never form the subject 
matter of any action, claim or proceeding against the person filing, giving 
or proffering the same nor against the principal or representative of such 
person, 


(0) No licensee whose license has been revoked or suspended, as 
provided by this Act, shall hold himself out as or claim to be such surplus 
lines broker. 


Section 25. PENALTIES. 


(a) Any person who in this state represents or aids a non-admitted 
insurer in violation of the provisions of this Act shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not in excess 
of one thousand ($1,000) dollars or imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 


(bo) In addition to the penalties provided for in subsection (a) of this 
section such violator shall be liable, personally, jointly and severally with 
any other person or persons liable therefor for payment of taxes pay- 
able on account of; such insurance under sections 18 and 22 of this Act. 


(c) In addition to any other penalty provided for herein or other- 
wise provided by law, including suspension, revocation or refusal to renew 
license, any person, firm, association or corporation violating any provision 
of this act shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $1,000.00 for the first 
offense, and not exceeding $2,000.00 for each succeeding offense. 


Section 26. DISPOSITION OF TAX AND APPROPRIATION. 

The proceeds of the tax provided by this Act shall be deposited into 
the State General Fund and there is hereby appropriated from the Fund 
for each of the fiscal years ending September 30, 1964 and September 30,

Section 27. SEPARABILITY OF PROVISIONS. If any provision 
of this act, or the application of such provision to any person or circum- 
stances, shall be held invalid, the remainder of the act and the application 
of such provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to which 
it is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 28. EFFECTIVE DATE. This act shall take effect upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

EDUCATION COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE 
FOR HOUSE BILL 891 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public schools; empowering local school boards of. the 
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state to further regulate the manner, method, and procedure for teaching 
in the classrooms of the public schools. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Whenever any city, county, or other local school board 
determines it to be in the best interest of the public school pupils of the 
local school system, it may prescribe, and from time to time adjust and 
adapt and further prescribe the manner, method and procedure to be em- 
ployed in classrooms for teaching pupils of disparate ability, background 
and achievement in the public schools within their jurisdiction. Their au- 
thority in this respect shall include but shall not be limited to prescribing 
the grouping and classification of students within the same grade level, 
based upon considerations of native ability as indicated by intelligence 
tests; the general academic achievement, and level of achievement in a 
particular subject area. Any such grouping of pupils within a class or 
grade shall be prescribed by the local board of education only after con- 
sultation with the superintendent of the school, teachers, students, and par- 
ents of various pupils concerned, and the decision reached shall be solely 
within the discretion of the board. 


Section 2. The local board may prescribe the times and hours and 
place of instruction for any grouping within schools and classrooms as it 
may consider advisable and may assign special teachers, prescribe special 
subjects or remedial courses, advanced courses, vocational courses and 
take such other action with respect to the time and place for teaching such 
separate groupings as it may consider in the best interest of the students 
and the entire student body of the school. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to municipalities having populations of not less than 200,000 
nor more than 300,000, according to the last or any subsequent federal 
decennial census; providing optional forms of government which may be 
adopted by such municipalities; and providing the exclusive method by 
which any such municipality may adopt such an optional form of munici- 
pal government. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Chapter 1. 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only to municipalities having popu- 
lations of not less than 200,000 nor more than 300,000, according to the 
last or any subsequent federal decennial census. Any such city may retain 
the form of government under which it is presently operating or may 
adopt, upon proceeding in the manner provided in this Act, one of the op- 
tional plans or forms of government provided herein. 


Section 2. The legally qualified voters of any municipality to 
which this Act is applicable may adopt any of the optional plans of this 
Act upon petition and referendum, as hereinafter provided. The procedure 
for abandonment of the existing form of government of the city and 
the method prescribed in this Act for changing the form of government 
of any such city are exclusive and no other procedure or method shall 
be followed in any such city. 


Section 3. Upon petition signed by twenty percent or more of the 
qualified voters of the municipality, such petition to be addressed to the 
judge of probate of the county in which the municipality is situated, an 
election shall be held on the question of the adoption of an optional plan 
under this Act. The petition must show the full name of the voter, the 
date on which he signed the petition, the precinct, ward, or beat in which 
he is qualified to vote, and the address of his residence. 


Section 4. The judge of probate shall examine the petition and if he 
determines that the petition is signed by at least twenty percent of the 
qualified voters of the municipality as provided, in Section 3 he shall certi- 
fy such fact to the governing body of the city, and such governing body 
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shall call for an election to be held on the same day as the next general, 
special, primary, or municipal election which is to be held in the munici- 
pality, if such an election is to be held within 180 days after the filing 
of the petition, and if an election is not to be held within that time, a 
special election shall be called within such time. The question of aAontion. 
of an optional plan of government shall be submitted to the voters in 
the same manner as other public questions to be voted upon by the voters 
of a single municipality.

The voter shall mark his ballot with a crossmark before or after the 
proposition which expresses his choice. The voter shall express his choice 
as to one form of government only and no ballot shall be counted which 
is marked for more than one choice. No other proposition shall be sub- 
mitted by the city to the voters of such city upon this ballot. If voting 
machines are used at any voting place in the election, the above proposi- 
tions may, at the discretion of the governing body of the city, be submit- 
ted as separate propositions on voting machines so used. 


Section 5. No petition for submission of the question of adopting 
an optional plan of government pursuant to this Act may be circulated or 
filed before January 1, 1964, nor shall any such petition be filed within 
two years after any other petition under this Act has been duly filed, nor 
within five years after an optional plan of government shall have been 
adopted for the municipality. 


Section 6. Whenever the legally qualified voters of any municipal- 
ity to which this Act applies, by majority vote of those voting on the 
question, vote in favor of adopting a change in the form of government 
under this Act, the officers herein provided for such form of government 
shall be elected and the plan of government shall become effective as here- 
inafter provided. However, no proposition as stated in Section 4 shall be 
carried unless a majority of all the votes cast in such election are in favor 
of such proposition.

Such election shall be conducted, the vote canvassed, the re- 
sult declared and certificates transmitted as provided for the first election. 
If the majority of all votes cast in the election shall be in favor of the 
adoption or the retention of any one of said forms of government, then 
such form of government shall be adopted or retained as the case may be 
by such city, and the canvassing board or official shall transmit to the 
governor, to the secretary of state, to the judge of probate of the county, 
and to the chief executive officer of the city, a certificate stating that 
such proposition was adopted by such city. 
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Chapter 2. 


Section 7. The form of government provided in this chapter of this 
Act shall be known as the “Mayor-Council Plan” and shall apply to any 
municipality the voters of which have adopted it pursuant to this Act. The 
mayor-council plan of government for any city to which this Act applies 
cannot be adopted except in accordance with this Act. 


Section 8. Each municipality operating under this chapter shall be 
governed by an elected council, an elected mayor, and such other officers 
and employees as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or ordinance. 


Section 9. The council shall consist of nine members, who shall be 
elected at large by the voters of the municipality; and the members of the 
council shall be elected at a regular municipal election to be held every 
four years on the second Tuesday in August. Each councilman shall have 
been a citizen and resident of the municipality at least two years next pre- 
ceding his election, and a qualified elector of the city at the time of his 
election and during his continuance in office. The election of councilmen 
shall be held and conducted under general laws fixing the times for holding 
and regulating the conduct of municipal elections. 


Section 10. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday of October 
next following their election, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term by election. 
However, the council may fill the vacancy temporarily by appointment. 
Councilmen shall be entitled to a compensation of $2,400 per annum each, 
payable in installments as the salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 
At its organizational meeting, the council shall elect a president of coun- 
cil and a president pro tempore from among their own number. The presi- 
dent of the council and president pro tempore shall have the right to 
vote on all questions the same as any other members of the council. 


Section 11. All legislative powers and other powers granted to cities 
and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers conferred 
on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as may otherwise 
be provided by this Act or other general laws. 


Section 12. The council, in addition to such other powers and duties 
as may be conferred upon it by this Act or otherwise by law, may: 


(a) Consider and approve or decline to approve nominations for ap- 
pointments to be made by the mayor: 


(b) Require any municipal officer, in its discretion, to prepare and 
submit sworn statements regarding his official duties and the performance 
thereof, and otherwise to investigate the conduct of any department, of- 
fice, or agency of the municipal government; 


(c) Remove any municipal officer, other than the mayor or a mem- 
ber of council], for cause, upon notice and opportunity to be heard. 


Section 18. The council shall appoint a municipal clerk, who shall 
serve as clerk of the council, keep its minutes and records of its pro- 
ceedings, maintain and compile its ordinances and resolutions, and perform 
such other functions as may be required by law for municipal clerks 
generally. The municipal clerk shall, prior to his appointment, have been 
qualified by training or experience to perform the duties of the office. 


Section 14. The executive power of the municipality shall be exer- 
cised by the mayor. The mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
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the municipality at the regular municipal election to be held every four 
years on the second Tuesday in August, and shall serve for a term of four 
years beginning at twelve o’clock noon on the first Monday in October 
following his election. The mayor shall be entitled to compensation at the 
rate of fifteen thousand dollars per annum, payable in installments as the 
salaries of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 15. The mayor shall enforce the ordinances of the munici- 
pality and all laws applicable thereto. He shall annually address the council 
on the condition and requirements of the municipal government and shall 
from time to time make any such recommendations for action by the 
council as he may deem in the public interest. He shall supervise all of 
the departments of the municipal government and shall require each de- 
partment to make an annual and such other reports of its work as he 
may deem desirable, 


Section 16. (a) The mayor shall nominate and appoint, with the 
advice and consent of the council, the judge of the municipal court, or 
recorder, and the department heads of the municipality other than the 
municipal clerk. Provided, that the appointment of city officers and em- 
ployees other than city attorneys and recorders shall be made subject to 
the provisions of such merit or civil service system law as may be appli- 
eable to such municipality. 


(b) Ordinances adopted by the council shall be submitted to the may- 
or, and he shall within ten days after receiving any ordinance, either 
approve the ordinance by affixing his signature thereto or return it to the 
council, by delivering it to the municipal clerk, together with a statement 
setting forth his objections thereto or to any item or part thereof. No 
ordinance or any item or part thereof shall take effect without the mayor’s 
approval, unless the mayor fails to return an ordinance to council within 
ten days after it has been presented to him, or unless council upon re- 
consideration thereof at the next regular council meeting following its re- 
turn by the mayor shall by a vote of six members resolve to override the 
mayor’s vote. 


Section 17. In case of the absence of the mayor or his inability to 
serve on account of sickness or any other good reason, the president of 
the council, or the president pro tempore of the council in case of absence 
or disability of the president of the council, shall act as mayor pro tem- 
pore with the power and authority of the mayor during such time. In the 
event of a failure or refusal of the president of the council or the president 
pro tempore of the council to act, the council may appoint one of its 
members to act as mayor pro tempore with like effect, which appointment 
shall be entered in the minutes of the council. In the event of a vacancy, 
from any cause, in the office of mayor, the president of the council shall 
succeed to the office of mayor for the unexpired term; and in the event 
of a vacancy in the office of the president of the council, the president 
pro tempore shall, in like manner, be president of the council for the un- 
expired term; in the event of a vacancy in the office of the president pro 
tempore, the office shall be filled from the membership of the council. 


Section 18. The municipal budget shall be prepared by the mayor. 
During the month of August, the mayor shall require all department heads 
to submit requests for appropriations for the ensuing budget year, and to 
appear before the mayor or his designated representative at public hearings, 
which shall be held in that month, on the various requests. 


Section 19. On or before the fifteenth day of September the may- 
or shall submit to council his recommended budget together with such ex- 
planatory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. The budget 
shall be in such form as may be prescribed by the council, and shall in 
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addition have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the various items of 
expenditure and revenue. Council may increase or reduce any item or 
items in the mayor’s budget by a vote of a majority of the council. The 
budget shall become effective on the ensuing first day of October. 


Section 20. The council shall where practicable provide for the 
maintenance of a system of quarterly allotments for the operation of 
the budget. It shall be the duty of the officer or department administering 
any function of the municipality to report to the mayor such financial 
statistics as the mayor may require in the formulation of the budget. 


Section 21. The council shall provide by ordinance for the exercise 
of a control function, in the management of the finances of the munici- 
pality by some officer other than the mayor. The control function shall in- 
clude provision for an encumbrance system of budget operation, for ex- 
penditures only upon written requisition, for the pre-audit of all claims 
and demands against the municipality prior to payment, and for the control 
of all payments out of any public funds by individual warrants for each 
payment to the official having custody thereof. 

Chapter 3 


Section 22. The form of government provided in this chapter of 
this Act shall be known as the “council-manager plan” and shall apply 
to any municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pursuant 
to this Act. 


Section 23. Each municipality under this chapter shall be governed 
by an elected council, an appointed municipal manager, and such other 
Oilicers aid employces as may be duly appointed pursuant to law or 
ordinance. 


Section 24. The municipal council shall consist of nine members. 
Each councilman shall have been a citizen and resident of the municipality 
at least two years next preceding his election, and shall be a qualified 
bg of the city at the time of his election and during his continuance 
in office. 


Section 25. Members of the municipal council shall be elected at 
large by the voters of the municipality at a regular municipal election to 
be held every four years on the second Tuesday in August in accordance 
with general laws regulating election of members of city councils. 


Section 26. Members of the council shall serve for a term of four 
years, beginning on the first Monday in October next following their elec- 
tion, and until their successors are elected and qualified. Council may fill 
the vacancy temporarily by appointment to serve until the qualification 
of a person so elected. Councilmen shall be entitled to a compensation 
of 2,400 dollars per annum each, payable in installments as the salaries 
of other municipal officers are paid. 


Section 27. On the first Monday in October following their election, 
the members elected to the municipal council shall assemble at the usual 
place of meeting of the governing body of the municipality and organize 
and elect one of their number as mayor. The mayor shall be chosen by 
ballot by a majority vote of all members of the municipal council. If the 
members shall be unable, within five ballots to be taken within two days 
of said organization meeting to elect a mayor, then the member who in 
the election for members of the municipal council received the greatest 
number of votes shall be the mayor. Should such person decline to accept 
the office, then the person receiving the next highest vote shall be mayor 
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and so on. The compensation of the mayor under this plan shall be 
12,500 dollars per annum. 


Section 28. The mayor shall preside at all meetings of the munici- 
pal council and shall have a voice and vote in its proceedings. All bonds, 
notes, contracts, and written obligations of the municipality shall be exe- 
cuted on its behalf by the mayor, or in the event of his inability to act, 
by such councilman as the municipal council shall designate to act as 
mayor during his absence or disability. 


Section 29. All legislative powers and other powers granted to 
cities and towns shall be exercised by the council, except those powers 
conferred on some officer by law or ordinance, and except as otherwise 
provided herein. 


Section 30. The municipal council shall appoint a municipal mana- 
ger, a municipal clerk, and municipal attorneys. The council may provide 
for the appointment of other necessary officers and employees, and may 
create commissions and other bodies with advisory powers. All appoint- 
ments and removals of personnel, except the municipal manager, attorneys, 
and recorders, shall be made in accordance with the provisions of such 
merit or civil service system law as may be applicable to such munici- 
pality. 


Section 31. The municipal council shall continue or create, and 
determine and define the powers and duties of, such executive and admin- 
istrative departments, boards, and officers in addition to those provided 
for herein, as it may deem necessary for the proper and efficient conduct 
of the affairs of the municipality. Any department, board or office so 
created may at any time be abolished by the municipal council. 


Section 32. The municipal council shall act in all matters as a 
body, and it is contrary to the intent of this chapter for any of its mem- 
bers to seek individually to influence the acts of the municipal manager, 
or any other officer, or to direct or request the appointment of any per- 
son to, or his removal from office; or to interfere in any way with the 
performance by such officers of their duties. The council and its mem- 
bers shall deal with the administrative service solely through the manager 
and shall not give orders to any subordinate of the manager, either public- 
ly or privately. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the municipal 
council from appointing committees or commissions of its own members 
or of citizens to conduct investigations into the conduct of any officer 
or department, or any matter relating to the welfare of the municipality, 
and delegating to such committees or commissions such powers of inquiry 
as the municipal council may deem necessary. Any councilman violating 
the provisions of this section shall be disqualified to serve thereafter, and 
may be removed from his office by an appropriate proceeding brought 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. 


Section 33. The municipal council shall as soon as possible after its 
organization appoint by a vote of a majority of all its members, a munici- 
pal manager at such salary and under such conditions as the municipal 
council by a majority vote may decide. 


Section 34. The council may by resolution appoint an officer of 
the municipality to perform the duties of the manager during his absence 
or disability until he shall return or his disability shall cease. 


Section 35. The municipal manager shall be chosen by the council 
solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications 
with special reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, 
accepted practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter set 
forth. At the time of his appointment, he need not be a resident of the 
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municipality or of Alabama, but during his tenure of office he must reside 
in the municipality. 


Section 36. The municipal manager shall hold office for an indefi- 
nite term and may be removed by a majority vote of the council. At 
least thirty days before such removal shall become effective, the council 
shall by a majority vote of its members adopt a preliminary resolution 
stating the reasons for his removal. The manager may reply in writing 
and may request a public hearing, which shall be held not earlier than 
twenty days nor later than thirty days after the filing of such request. 
After such public hearing, if one is requested, and after full consideration, 
the council by a majority vote of its members may adopt a final resolu- 
tion of removal. By a preliminary resolution the council may suspend the 
manager from duty, and shall in any case cause to be paid him forthwith 
any unpaid balance of his salary then due and his salary for the next three 
calendar months following adoption of the preliminary resolution. 


Section 37. The municipal manager shall: 


(a) Be the chief executive and administrative official of the munici- 
pality; 


(b) Execute all laws and ordinances applicable within the municipality; 


(c) Appoint and remove all heads of administrative departments 
and all other officers, subordinates and assistants, for whose selection or 
removal no other method is provided in this chapter, supervise and con- 
trol his appointees, and report all appointments or removals at the next 
meeting thereafter of the municipal council; provided, that all such ap- 
pointments and removals are made in accordance with any merit or civil 


service system law which may be applicable to the municipality; 


(d) Negotiate contracts of the municipality subject to the approval 
of the municipal council; make recommendations concerning the nature 
and location of municipal improvements; and execute municipal improve- 
ments as determined by the municipal council; 


(e) See that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the 
municipality or its inhabitants in any statute, public utility franchise, or 
other contract are faithfully kept and performed, and upon knowledge of 
any violation call the same to the attention of the municipal council; 


(f) Attend all meetings of the municipal council with the right to 
take part in the discussions, but without the right to vote; 


(g) Recommend to the municipal council for adoption such mea- 
sures as he may deem necessary or expedient, and make reports to the 
council as requested by it, and at least once a year make an annual re- 
port of his work for the benefit of the council and the public; 


(h) Investigate at any time the affairs of any officer or department 
of the municipality; 


(i) Perform such other duties as may be required of the municipal 
manager by ordinance or resolution of the municipal council. 


The municipal manager shall in all matters act under the direction 
and supervision of the municipal council. 


Section 38. A municipal budget shall be prepared by the municipal 
manager. During the month of August in each year the municipal mana- 
ger shall require the department heads to submit requests for appropria- 
tions for the ensuing budget year and to appear before him at public 
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hearings, which shall be held during that month, on the various requests. 


Section 39. On or before the fifteenth day of September the munici- 
pal manager shall submit to council his recommended budget together 
with such explanatory comment or statement as he may deem desirable. 
The budget shall be in such form as may be required by the council, and 
shall in addition have appended thereto a detailed analysis of the various 
items of expenditure and revenue. The council shall, where practicable, 
provide by ordinance for the operation of a system of quarterly allot- 
ments for the operation of the budget, and for the development and re- 
porting of appropriate unit costs of budgeted expenditures. The budget 
shall become effective on the first day of October. 


Section 40. In any act or ordinance a provision conferring the ap- 
pointing power or other power upon the mayor or other executive officer 
of the municipality shall be construed as meaning the municipal manager 
in a municipality governed under this chapter, and the appointments 
or the power exercised by the municipal manager in accordance with such 
provisions shall be classified and given the same force and effect as if 
executed by the official named therein. 


Chapter 4 


Section 41. The form of government provided in this chapter shall 
be known as the “board of commissioners plan” and shall apply to any 
municipality the voters of which have adopted this plan pursuant to this 
Act. 


Section 42. The governing body of any such city shall be known as 
the board of commissioners and shall consist of three members designated 
as follows: president of the board of commissioners, associate commis- 
sioner number one and associate commissioner number two. Hach asso- 
ciate commissioner shall be designated by the number of the office to 
which he is elected. In all primary and general elections held for the pur- 
pose of nominating or electing members of the board of commissioners 
of such city, each of such positions to be filled shall be designated as 
provided in this Act, and shall appear on the ballots of such elections 
designated accordingly. Each candidate for nomination or election as a 
member of the board of commissioners of any such city shall designate 
in the declaration or announcement of his candidacy the position to which 
he seeks nomination or election and his name shall appear on the ballots 
of such election accordingly. The term of office of each member of the 
board elected shall be four years from the first Monday in October next 
following his election, and until his successor shall have been elected and 
qualified. The president of the board of commissioners shall be the mayor 
and chief executive of such city. The president and the two associate 
commissioners of the board of commissioners shall be known collectively 
as the “Board of Commissioners of (insert name of city)” and have the 
powers and duties hereinafter provided. 


Section 43. The salary of the president of the board of commis- 
sioners shall be $15,000 per annum and the salary of each associate com- 
missioner shall be $14,000 per annum. The salary of the president and 
the salaries of the associate commissioners shall be payable in equal 
monthly installments at the end of each calendar month out of the city 
treasury. 


Section 44. The president of the board of commissioners and the 
associate commissioners of the city shall be municipal officers only, and 
shall have, and possess and exercise all the municipal powers, legislative, 
executive and judicial. Said board of commissioners shall not have, possess 
or exercise any legislative, executive, judicial or administrative powers of 
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the state or county, except when acting as recorder, and then only as a 
committing magistrate, nor shall the offices held by them be state offices, 
except as herein provided. Said board of commissioners shall have the 
exclusive right to regulate or permit within the corporate limits and the 
police jurisdiction of such city an amusement or the playing of any game 
on Sunday, and any law in conflict with this provision, in so far as same 
relates to such city is hereby repealed. 


Section 45. Each and every officer and employee of such city shall be 
selected and employed by the said board of commissioners, or under its 
direction, and all salaries and wages paid by said city shall be fixed by 
said board of commissioners, subject, however, to the provisions of any 
civil service or merit system law applicable to said city. 


Section 46. The powers and duties of the board of commissioners 
of each such city shall be distributed among three divisions, as follows: 
division of general administration and finance; division of public works; 
and division of public affairs. The president of the board of commissioners, 
or mayor, shall be the general executive officer of the city and shall be 
charged with the general supervision and direction of its affairs; and shall 
have direct supervision over the division of general administration and 
finance. The division of general administration and finance shall include 
those functions and departments of the city having to do with the collec- 
tion of taxes, licenses and improvement assessments; the expenditures of 
the city, including the purchase of equipment and supplies; accounts and 
accounting; the budget and appropriations; the administration of the legal 
affairs of the city, including the recorder’s court; the management of its 
sinking funds; and the management of any public utilities owned by the 
city. Associate commissioner number one shall have direct supervision 
over the division of public works. ‘he division of public works shali in- 
clude those functions and departments of the city having to do with public 
improvements in such city, including the construction, improvement and 
maintenance of streets, sidewalks, sewers, drainage systems, and public 
buildings and property; the city airport, wharves, and docks; the public 
health and sanitation; and kindergartens. Associate commissioner number 
two shall have direct supervision over the division of public affairs. The 
division of public affairs shall include the fire and police departments, the 
city cemetery, and the department having to do with weights and mea- 
sures. Any function or department of the city not herein specifically 
assigned to one of the above divisions shall be the responsibility of the 
board of commissioners as a whole; provided, however, any such function 
or department may be assigned to a division, and reassigned, at any 
time by a unanimous decision of all members of the board of commis- 


sioners. 


Section 47. The board of commissioners shall hold regular public 
meetings on Tuesday of each and every week at some regular hour to be 
fixed by said board from time to time, and publicly announced by it, 
and it may hold such adjourned, called or other meetings as may be 
necessary or convenient. The president of the board, when present, 
shall preside at all meetings of said board but shall have no veto power. 
A majority of the total number of members of said board shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of any and every business to be done by 
said board, and for the exercise of any and every power conferred upon 
it; and the affirmative vote of a majority of the total number of members of 
said board shall be necessary and sufficient for the passage of any resolution, 
by-law or ordinance, for the transaction of any business of any sort by 
said board or the exercise of any of the powers conferred upon it, ex- 
cept remitting fines, penalties and imprisonment. This provision shall not 
be construed, however, so as to prevent the said board from delegating 
or assigning to one or more of its members, or to such boards, commis- 
sioners, officers or employees as may be created or selected by it, the 
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performance of such executive or judicial duties, and powers that are 
vested in said board of commissioners, as may be necessary or convenient, 
provided that same is done by resolution, by law or ordinance duly 
enacted. All meetings of said board of commissioners shall be open to the 
public. No resolution, by-law or ordinance granting any franchise, appro- 
priating any money for any purpose, providing for any public improve- 
ment, enacting any regulations, concerning the public comfort, the public 
safety or public health or of any other general or permanent nature, 
shall be enacted, except at a regular or adjourned public meeting of said 
board, provided that a meeting of the board of commissioners of said 
city may be called at any time to consider and act upon any emergency 
that involves the public safety or public health, when not otherwise herein 
provided. Every motion, resolution or ordinance introduced at any and 
every such meeting shall be reduced to writing and read before any 
vote thereon shall be taken and the yeas and nays thereon shall be 
recorded. A record of the proceedings of every such meeting shall be kept 
in a well bound book and every resolution and ordinance passed by the 
board of commissioners must be recorded in such book and a record of 
the proceedings of the meeting be signed by at least two members of the 
board of commissioners before the action taken shall be effective. 
Such record shall be kept available for inspection by all citizens of such 
city, at all reasonable times. 


Section 48. An election shall be held in the city on the second 
Tuesday in August after this plan takes effect in the city, and on the 
same day of every fourth succeeding year, for the election of the presi- 
dent and two associate commissioners of the board of commissioners to 
hold office for a term of four years from the first Monday in October 
in said year and until their respective successors shall have been elected 
and shall have qualified for office. Any person desiring to become an 
independent candidate at any election which may be held according to 
the terms of this Act for the office of president of the board or associate 
commissioner may become such candidate by filing in the office of the 
judge of probate of the county in which said city is situated a statement 
of such candidacy accompanied by an affidavit taken and certified by 
said judge of probate or by a notary public that such person is duly 
qualified to hold the office for which he desires to become a candidate. 
Such statement shall be filed at least twenty-one days before the day set 
for such election and shall be substantially in the following form: “State 
Of Alabama, Wo... eesececeececeee County. I, the undersigned, being first 
duly sworn, depose and say that I am a citizen of the City of —.W0WW.. 
in said State and County and reside at eee in said city, 
that I desire to become a candidate for the office Of uu. 
in said city for the term of .~......-............ years in the election for said 
office to be held on the 22 Gay Of eee eeeeeeeeeteeeee next; that 
I am duly qualified to hold said office if elected thereto and I hereby re- 
quest that my name be printed upon the official ballot at said election 
(signed) <2 ee .. Subscribed and sworn to be- 
fore me by said on the ............. day of 
SeleRacliss sat alndce det: SatCeedsbonncmasicndy: A Diausnccnehng! lesccunchcauescdeiisuscl-ua/adadeceowndgissaatcuens Judge of Probate 
or Notary Public.” Said statement shall be accompanied by a petition 
signed by at least one thousand persons who shall be qualified to vote 
at said coming election, requesting that such person become a candidate 
for said office at said election. The signers of said petition shall set forth 
their names in full and their residence addresses and said petition shall 
be substantially like the following: “We, the undersigned, duly qualified 
electors of the City of WW... and residing at the 
places set opposite our respective names, do hereby request that the 
MAM OL. sce ae as be placed upon the official ballot 
as a candidate for the OfffC@ Of  --.--neo-c-cecen en cceeeeeeeene . in said city 
of the term of —._-...... years at the election to be held in this City 
on ‘the: 22s Day Of ones eee eeeeneeeeeeeeeeeene eee NeXt, We further state 
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that we know Said ......22-.-------------2-----e-eeceeee eee to possess the qualifica- 
tions necessary for said office and to be in our judgment a fit and proper 
person to hold said office. Witness our hands on this the —..... 
Sethe th SE gL ee Gay Of nonce ence eeneeeeeeceeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeeyy 19.” At every such 
election all ballots to be used by the voters shall be printed and pre- 
pared by the said city at its expense. No name shall appear upon said 
ballot as a candidate for election except the names of such persons as have 
become candidates according to the provisions of this Act; and no ballot 
shall be used at any such election except the official ballot prepared as 
herein provided. At every such election the board of commissioners of 
any such city or a majority of them acting as an appointing board, must 
not more than twenty nor less than ten days before the holding of such 
election appoint from the qualified electors of the respective voting places 
election officials for each place of voting, to act at the places of holding 
elections in each precinct in such city, the number of such officials to be 
the same as prescribed by Title 17, Code of Alabama. All elections 
held under this Act shall, where applicable and not in conflict with this 
Act, be governed and conducted in all respects as provided by Title 17, 
Code of Alabama. No petition shall be required of political party can- 
didates. 


Section 49. At every general election held under this chapter, the 
candidate receiving the highest number of votes for the office which he 
seeks shall be declared elected. The majority of the votes cast for said 
office at such election shall be ascertained by dividing the total votes cast 
for all candidates for said office by two, and any number of votes in 
excess of one-half of such total votes cast for all candidates for such 
office shall be a majority within the meaning of this section. If no candi- 
date receives a majority of all the votes cast in such election, then 
the municipal governing body shall order a second or run-off election to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the second Monday of September 
next thereafter, at which election the two candidates having received the 
most and the second most votes, respectively, shall be candidates and the 
person receiving the highest number of votes for that office in the run-off 
election shall be declared elected. If one of the candidates for a particular 
office in the run-off election withdraws, then there need not be a second 
election to fill such office nor shall the name of either the party so 
withdrawing or the remaining candidate be printed on the ballot of any 
second election held under the provisions of this chapter. This second 
election shall be held by the same election officers who held the first 
election and at the same places the first election was held. If there 
should be a tie vote cast at any such run-off election then in such event 
the tie shall be decided by the municipal governing body. A vote for a 
particular candidate by a majority of the total membership of the govern- 
ing body shall be necessary to decide the election in his favor. The 
municipal clerk shall file a copy of each certificate of election in the 
office of the judge of probate of the county in which the city is situated. 
and the judge shall file such certificate in the same manner he files the 
declaration of result of elections to county offices. 


Section 50. No person shall be eligible to become a member of 
the board of commissioners of the city who is not duly qualified to vote 
in said city. In case any person after he shall have been elected and 
qualified as such commissioner shall be declared ineligible to hold such 
office a successor shall be chosen as in case of a vacancy by death, 
resignation or from any other cause. 


Section 51. Every person who shall be elected to the office of 
commissioner in such city, shall before entering upon the discharge of 
the duties of the office qualify by making oath that he is eligible for said 
office, and will execute the duties of the same according to the best of 
his knowledge and ability. Said oath shall be administered by the retiring 
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mayor or president of the board of commissioners of such city, or by a 
circuit court judge. The term of office of said commissioners shall begin 
on the first Monday of October succeeding the election, except as may be 
otherwise expressly provided. Each commissioner shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, give a good and sufficient bond, which may 
be executed by a bonding company authorized to do business in Alabama, 
payable to and for the use and benefit of such city, in the sum of five 
thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
that he will hold such city harmless from all loss caused by his neglect 
of duty or misfeasance in office or for the willful expenditure of any 
moneys of such city in violation of law, and said bond, before being 
accepted, shall be approved by the judge of probate in and for said 
county wherein such city is situated. The premiums on said bond shall 
be paid out of the city treasury. Neither any member of the commission 
or any person holding an office of profit under the commission shall 
hold any office of profit or trust under the laws of any state of the 
United States, or hold any county or other city office; now shall any com- 
missioner be elected or appointed to any office created by or the com- 
pensation of which was increased or fixed by the commission while he 
was a member thereof, within two years of his membership on said com- 
mission. 


Section 52. No ordinance passed by the commission, except when 
otherwise required by the general laws of the state or by the provisions 
of this subdivision, except an ordinance for the immediate preservation of 
the public health or safety, which contains a statement of its urgency and 
is passed by a unanimous vote of the commission shall go into effect be- 
fore ten days from time of the final passage, and if during said ten days 
a petition signed by electors of the city equal in number to at least 
twenty per cent of the entire vote cast at the last general municipal 
election held in said city protesting against the passage of said ordinance, 
be presented to the commission, the same shall thereupon be suspended 
from going into operation, and it shall be the duty of the commission 
to reconsider such ordinance, and if the same is not entirely repealed, 
the commission shall submit the ordinance to the vote of the electors of 
the city, either at the general election or at a special municipal election 
to be called for that purpose, and such ordinance shall not go into effect 
or become operative unless a majority of the qualified electors voting on 
the same shall vote in favor thereof. Said petition and election shall be 
in all respects in accordance with the provisions of this Act, except as 
to the percentage of signers. 


Section 53. Whenever any vacancy shall occur in the office of the 
president of the board or associate commissioner of the city, the remain- 
ing commissioner or commissioners of such city shall order an election to 
be held not less than sixty nor more than ninety days from the date such 
vacancy occurs, at which election a successor to said office for the un- 
expired term shall be voted for. Notice of such election shall be given 
by publication once a week for three successive weeks in some news- 
paper published in said city. Any person desiring to become a candidate 
for such office at such election shall qualify as provided herein and upon 
his so doing his name shall be placed upon the official ballot used in said 
election. The person who shall be elected to such office at such election 
shall qualify for office as soon as practicable and shall hold office for 
the unexpired term of his predecessor. Provided, that whenever any 
vacancy shall occur in the office of the president or associate commissioner 
within twelve months before the general city election as provided by this 
Act, then the successor of such associate commissioner shall be elected by 
the remaining member or members of the board of commissioners of such 
city within thirty days from the date of said vacancy and such successor 
shall serve for the unexpired term of his predecessor. Every person who 
shall be elected to the office of president or associate commissioner in 
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any such city under the provisions of this section shall qualify for office 
as soon as practicable after such election, and shall be clothed with all 
the duties, responsibilities, and powers of such office immediately upon 
qualification. 


Chapter 5 


Section 54. A schedule of the installation of an optional plan 
adopted pursuant to this Act shall, as provided herein, take the following 
course: 


(a) An election to submit the question of adoption of an optional 
plan may be held at any time in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 1; 


(b) If a change in the form of municipal government is adopted 
under this Act the first officers to be elected under such adopted plan 
shall be elected at the next regular municipal election as provided in Act 
No. 633, Regular Session 1961; 


(c) The expense of all elections held hereunder shall be paid by the 
municipality conducting such elections. 


Section 55. Upon the effective date of an optional form of govern- 


government for such municipality shall be abolished. All ordinances and 
resolutions of the municipality to the extent that they are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act shall remain in full force and effect until 
modified or repealed as provided by law. All officers and employees of 
any municipality adopting an optional plan pursuant to this Act, except 
those whose terms of office are abolished by the adoption of such optional 
plan, shall continue in office until otherwise provided by the municipal 
council or commission. 


Section 56. All actions and proceedings of a legislative, executive, 
or judicial character which are pending upon the effective date of an 
optional plan adopted pursuant to this Act may continue, and the appro- 
priate officer or employee under such optional plan shall be substituted for 
the officer or employee theretofore exercising or discharging the function, 
power, or duty involved in such action or proceeding. 


Section 57. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 58. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 59. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

2. The State Board of Education is directed to use the following 
salary allotment schedule to provide this average increase:

3. Members of such committee shall be appointed from among 
those Representatives who reside in the Birmingham and Jefferson County 
area. 


4. It shall be the purpose of the “Special Local Education Commit- 
tee” to observe and study the effects of court ordered changes on the 
public school systems of the Birmingham and Jefferson County area with 
particular attention being given to indications of: 


(a) Deterioration in quality of education. 

(b) Deterioration of school discipline. 

(c) Deterioration of health levels. 

(d) The development of any new, socially inspired movements 
for further changes in the school system. 


5. The “Special Local Education Committee” shall conduct its busi- 
ness after the Legislature adjourns this session and shall report back to the 
House of Representatives at the commencement of the 1965 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature, at which time authorization for the committee’s 
existence shall expire.

REMARKS OF MR. SULLIVAN 


On motion of Mr. Fite, the following remarks of Mr. Sullivan were 
inserted in the Journal: 


I am concerned about America. We have a President who openly 
justifies—yes even encourages—a wave of race demonstrations accom- 
panied by sit-downs, stamp-downs, kneel-ins, lying-ins, shoutings and sing- 
ins, traffic blocking, forming human walls before the doors of legal busi- 
nesses, and resisting with deadly weapons officers of the law whose only 
offense was undertaking to maintain law and order, protecting human lives 
and private property. 


It is a disgrace! 


A minority block vote which disclaims responsibility has captured 
the executive branch of the federal government and caused it to ignore the 
Constitution in its frantic efforts to save itself. 


For a century certain politicians have talked about southern mobs— 
which were actually non-existent—but now they have mobsters and mobs 
running in the streets of our cities with politicians and the President re- 
ferring to them as demonstrators. These so-called demonstrators taik about 
non-violence but they rage through private business establishments, break- 
ing goods and destroying property. 


They break laws, destroy property, injure innocent people and create 
civil strife and disorder of large proportion, yet they receive sympathy 
and approval from the leaders of our federal government who must de- 
pend on their votes for re-election. 


I personally resent the action of the federal officials who have helped 
create these conditions. I am a loyal American and always try to live up 
to the standards of a loyal southern gentleman. I have never belonged 
to, nor assisted with any subversive element. 


I resent the activities of law breaking people like Martin Luther 
King and his pro-communist friends and assistants. 


Our President denies communists are connected with the movement 
and pushes toward centralization, but when in history have the com- 
munists ever ascended to power as communists? In Cuba it was a “Demo- 
cratic Revolution”; in China it was “The Agrarian Reform”; in Poland 
it was the “Peoples Democratic Party” and even in Russia it was the 
revolution of the “Bolcheviks”. The communists have never revealed their 
true identity, nor taken over the reins of any government until after 
powers have been centralized and until after autocratic rule has been 
firmly entrenched. 
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The same people who are now telling us that the communists have 
no part in this racial and federal push are the same people who tell us 
that Castro was a good democratic soul, that Mao Tse-Tung was only an 
agrarian reformed, etc., and spoofed anyone with the temerity to claim 
otherwise. 


I resent the way officials ignore the 9 and 10 when referring to the 
Constitution and run over laws affecting men and women for their own 
selfish gain. 


You know, it is strange to me the way the present Supreme Court 
and Bobby’s Justice Department count—they never seem to count from 
1 through 10 as it applies to the amendments to the Constitution. They 
apparently begin their counting at 14. 


Our American system has always objected the idea that one group 
of citizens may deprive another group of legal rights and property by 
processes of agitation, demonstrations, intimidation, and disobedience 


Our national leaders may not prevent it but there is a great 
awakening going on all over this country. People are getting tired of being 
pushed around by a centralized government and by self-seeking politicians 
who cater to the whim of a minority block of the so-called crucial states 
in presidential elections. 


I am concerned about the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
record reveals that the chief is not the only beneficiary of the court con- 
tinual rulings which have been duly and lawfully for criminals, communists, 
atheists and clients of the NAACP. 


And now we find the court ruling against God. They tell us the bible 
cannot be read to our children in school. I definitely reject the theory 
that ungodliness is the American way of life and I certainly cannot agree 
with the Supreme Court that the bible serves no purposes. Most of the 
laws of our nation have taken their concept of the laws of our states 
that from the bible that was handed down to us and I hope that the bible 
will continue to be read in our schools throughout this state and that the 
people of the state will be governed more by its contents than by some 
concept of the human minds handed down by the Supreme Court, or 
even the President of the United States—and may God in his wisdom and 
mercy bless us with the strength to remain true and faithful to his great 
work. In past history people have suffered and died because of their be- 
lief in God, and we are no better than those people who gave their lives 
for what they believed so right and just for all civilization forever. 


I hope the court and justice department will not see fit to sent troops 
to fight us on this, for this is our American way of life, as all of us 
know. 


What are we coming to in America? Will our pledge of allegiance be 
“One nation indivisible under the Supreme Court, with anti-discrimination 
for all?” Will we have to change the motto of the nation “In God We 
Trust” or must it now be “In the Supreme Court We Trust?” I suppose 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address will have to be changed to read “That this 
nation under the Supreme Court shall have a new birth and freedom.” I 
suppose that we can no longer bring our children up in reverence of 
a Divine God. We cannot tell our children about Lincoln and Franklin 
and other great Americans reading their bibles. I hope the children of our 
nation will be allowed to be taught that George Washington knelt at 
Valley Forge and asked Almighty God’s guidance as he fought to win a great 
battle for freedom and liberty of all Americans for centuries to come. 


It is ridiculous the way we are headed in America. If it did not mean 
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that the liberty and freedom of you and your children were being de- 
stroyed, it would almost be comical. 


But it is not comical. It is deadly serious. 


I see a trend toward military dictatorship in this country. If it con- 
tinues this nation has passed its peak as the world’s greatest free 
nation. We are on the way to oblivion and our children will live in slavery 
under godless communism. 


BEisenhower sent troops into Arkansas. Kennedy has sent them to 
Mississippi and Alabama. In those instances the pretext was that violence 
was being committed, however, Section IV, Article 4, of the Constitution 
of the United States says that the President can only send troops to quell 
domestic violence on application of the legislature of the state and if it 
cannot be convened, then by the Chief Executive. 


If the President can federalize the National Guard for any reason that 
he desires, at any time, and at any place, contrary to the Constitution of 
the United States and the Statutes of the United States, then we are on 
the verge of military dictatorship in this country, and we, as citizens, and 
especially as legislators, should continue to warn the people about this 
matter. 


When John Kennedy was campaigning in 1960 he said he wanted to 
get this country moving. Many of us did not realize he meant moving to- 
ward military dictatorship. 


Through orders of the officials of the federal government civil service 
employees are no longer assured that promotions will be based upon 
length and quality of service. 


Preferential treatment is being given to a few people at the expense of 
the majority. Vote hungry politicians are taking jobs from one man and 
giving it to another, merely to further their own political ambition. Yet 
these are the same people that are hollering discrimination. In my estima- 
tion this is discrimination in its rankest form. 


People all over the country know that the legislation before Con- 
gress — in the name of civil rights — would bring about government of 
the government, by the government and for the government. This legisla- 
tion places upon all business men and professional people the yolk of in- 
voluntary servitude. If the purposes of this Act are passed and enforced, 
many individuals will no longer have any business. I hope you and all the 
American people will not sit idly by and let that freedom that our fore- 
fathers fought for be taken away from us, as it was taken from Germany 
by Adolph Hitler, and Russia by Lenin, Stalin and Khruschev. We, in the 
south, should have a demonstration of our own in November, 1964, and 
if we remain silent it will not be put down in history as a “golden silence” 
but merely a “yellow” one. Let’s not fail to do what we can do. You are 
important. Let’s do not let mobs and mobsters run this country. Let 
us not be like Pontious Pilate and turn crucial decisions over to lawless 
and godless mobs.

This Act shall become effective after approval of the 
Act by a majority of the qualified electors of the county who vote there- 
on at a referendum election held on the same day as the first constitu- 
tional amendment election held after November 1, 1963. The questiori to 
be printed on the ballot shall be stated as follows: “Do you favor the 
adoption of the provisions of Act No. ....... of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, approved .............-.. , 1963?”

If a majority of the electors voting at the election vote in favor of 
the proposal, this Act shall become operative immediately, but if a major- 
ity vote against the proposal, the Act shall have no further effect. The 
court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or other like governing 
body of the county shall call and provide for holding the referendum on 
such date. The probate judge of the county shall certify the results of 
the referendum to the Secretary of State of Alabama within 30 days after 
the election returns have been canvassed.

756, with a suggested executive amendment, as follows: 


Amend House Bill 756 by striking therefrom Section 6 of said bill in 
its entirety and insert in lieu thereof Section 6 to read as follows: 


Section 6. The State Department of Revenue shall charge the coun- 
ty for collecting the special county taxes levied in this Act such an amount, 
not to exceed ten per cent of the amount collected, as the commissioner 
of revenue and the governing body of the county may determine. Such 
charge for collecting the taxes for the county may be deducted each 
month from the proceeds of the taxes collected before certifying the 
amount thereof due the county for that month. The commissioner of rev- 
enue shall pay into the state treasury all county taxes collected under 
this Act, as such taxes are received by the department of revenue; and 
on or before the tenth day of each successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in which the department makes the first 
collections hereunder), the commissioners shall certify to the state comp- 
troller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this Act and 
paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of the county during 
the month immediately preceding the making of such certificate. Provided, 
that before certifying the amount of taxes paid into the state treasury 
for the benefit of the county during each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the taxes collected in such month the charges due the de- 
partment for the collection of the taxes for the county. It shall be the duty 
of the comptroller to issue his warrant each month payable to the custo- 
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dian of the public funds of the county in an amount equal to the amount 
so certified by the commissioner of revenue as having been collected for 
the use of the county. The custodian of county funds shall deposit the 
revenue derived by the county from the taxes levied herein in a spe- 
cial fund. Such special fund is hereby appropriated for the following pur- 
poses only: 1) as a first charge, to provide 50 scholarships to cover cost 
of tuition and instruction fees at Northwest Alabama Junior College for 
50 high school graduates of Franklin County, to be awarded in the man- 
ner provided for by an act of the 1963 Legislature; and 2) as a second 
charge, to provide for the cost of construction of buildings or other capital 
improvements at the Northwest Alabama Junior College. 


If the above suggested executive amendment is adopted, it will re- 
move my objection to the bill.

805, without my signature and approval. 


Although passed as so-called “Local legislation, this bill in reality 
attempts to amend a general act. 


Our Supreme Court has ruled on many occasions that general statutes 
cannot be amended by local acts. In fact, Section 105 of the Constitution 
reads, in part, as follows: “No special, private, or local law, except a law 
fixing the time of holding courts, shall be enacted in any case which is 
provided for by a general law,” etc. Otherwise one “so-called local bill” 
might be passed that would exempt a particular county from the payment 
of the sales tax. Another could be passed so as to exempt that county from 
the provisions of the speed law. Or, another bill could be passed which 
would relieve that county of its responsibility toward education. 


This particular bill seeks to exempt one particular county from parti- 
cipation in the state’s insurance fund. The insurance fund was authorized 
by the Legislature and is saving the State over a quarter million dollars a 
year. Also, the insurance fund will assume all risks, including schools 
in the country which have absolutely no fire protection. It is obvious that 
no insurance company of insuraice fund Gai Exist if it is to assume all 
the bad risks and allow others to assume all of the good risks. 


However, above all else, it appears to me that the passage of so- 
called “local bills” which are actually nothing but amendments to general 
statutes is dangerous and one which the Legislature should avoid. 


Under these circumstances, therefore I am forced to withhold my 
approval from House Bill 805.

This Bill places all individuals now employed in road and bridge work 
in Cherokee County by the State Highway Department on a basis of an 
8 hour day and a 40 hour week. This Bill prescribes overtime pay at the 
usual rate for all overtime work. 


This Bill would, in effect, be of a discriminatory nature in that State 
Highway Department employees in the other 66 counties of the State of 
Alabama would be operating under the regular work schedule of 
the Highway Department. In other words, this Bill would provide for 
the paying of special wages to Cherokee County employees thus discrimi- 
nating against all other similarly classified state employees. 


It would be most desirable to place all state employees on a 40 hour 
work basis. House Bill 92, presently pending, provides a 40 hour work 
week for all state employees who are under the provisions of the Merit 
System. I would favor passage of House Bill 92.

THIRD. By renumbering, as “(6),” the final paragraph of Section

land policies of a region, with due regard to neighboring regions and the 
state as a whole. Said term may include, but is not limited to, (a) prepara- 
tion, as a guide for long-range development, of advisory general physical 
plans with respect to the pattern and intensity of land use and the provi- 
sion of public facilities, including transportation facilities, together with 
long-range fiscal plans for such development, (b) advisory coordination of 
all related advisory plans and planned activities at both the intragovern- 
mental and intergovernmental levels, and, (c) preparation of suggested 
regulatory or administrative measures in support of the foregoing for 
submission to the governing bodies of constituent governmental units for 
review, adoption, rejection or implementation, in whole or in part, as 
said units may elect.” 


FOURTH. By adding the word “advisory” between the word “for” 
and the word “planning” at the beginning of the third line of Section 2 of 
the bill.

Powers and Duties of Regional Commissions Any re- 
gional planning commission established and created hereunder shall have 
the following powers and duties: (a) to perform comprehensive advisory 
planning and research for the region for which such commission shall have 
been established, its urban areas or areas where rapid urbanization has 
occurred or is expected to occur, including those areas extending into ad- 
joining states in instances and situations where such planning and related 
activities for such bi- or multi-state areas are now or hereafter may be au- 
thorized by compact or otherwise; (b) To provide planning assistance, 
upon request duly evidenced by ordinance or resolution, to (1) any city, 
other municipality or county, or (2) any group of adjacent communities, 
incorporated or unincorporated, having common or related urban planning 
or development problems, or, (3) any other regional planning agency; (c) 
to apply for and accept and utilize grants and assistance from the federal 
government or from any other public or private source which now or here- 
after legally may make such grants or afford such other assistance; (d) to 
contract with the federal government, or with private or public sources 
which now or hereafter legally may contract as to such planning, to receive 
advances or progress payments; (e) to adopt its own rules of procedure and 
order of business.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To empower the governing body of every city and town in the State 
to declare certain records of the city or town, or municipal board of the 
city or town, to be obsolete and to authorize the destruction of such 
records; defining “public record”, “municipal board”, “governing body”, 
and other terms and phrases for the purposes of this Act; prescribing the 
procedure to be followed by the governing body of the city or town in 
the exercise of this power; relieving the custodian of records destroyed 
pursuant to this authority from further responsibility for the keeping or 
saving of such records; repealing all laws in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act to the extent of such conflict; and providing for the severa- 
bility of the provisions of this Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following words and phrases, including the plural 
of any thereof, whenever used in this Act, shall in the absence of clear 
implication otherwise herein have the following respective meanings: 


‘Municipality’ means any incorporated city or town in this state. 


“Governing body’ means the council, board of commissioners or 
like body in which the legislative functions of the municipality are vested 
by law. 


“Municipal board” means any official or representative body, incor- 
porated or unincorporated, organized by or with the consent of the munici- 
pal governing body under the authority of law to exercise either govern- 
mental or corporate functions of the municipality. 


“Public record” means all written, typed, or printed books, papers, 
letters, documents and maps made or received in pursuance of law by 
the public officers and employees of a municipality or municipal board in 
the transaction of public business, whether such business be of a legislative, 
judicial, quasi-judicial, or administrative character, and whether such busi- 
ness be transacted in the performance of a governmental or proprietary 
function. 


“Custodian” means the person or persons responsible for keeping and 
saving any public record of the municipality or municipal board. 


Section 2. The governing body of every municipality is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to determine whether or not the following listed 
public records are obsolete and no longer needed for public purpose after 
they have been kept by the custodian thereof for the minimum retention 
period set opposite each, and to cause the destruction of such records 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act: 


Utility and Sanitation Customer Ledger Cards — 10 years 
Bank Statements and Reconciliations — 10 years 

Check Stubs and Cancelled Checks — 10 years 

Utility Meter Reading Sheets and Books — 10 years 
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Utility Deposit Records — 10 years after payment 

Bank Deposit Slips — 3 years after fiscal year 

Business License Receipt Stubs and Duplicates — 5 yrs. after license 
year 

Paid Utility Stubs — After audit 

Redeemed Bonds and Interest Coupons — 7 years 


Employees’ Individual personnel records — 10 yrs. after termination 
of employment 
Payroll records of time worked by employees — 5 yrs. after audit 


Purchase orders — 10 yrs. after audit 

Record of formal bids, advertising for bids on contracts and pur- 
chases —- 7 years 

Departmental requisition orders — 3 years 

Contracts, Leases and Agreements — 10 yrs. after termination 

Insurance policies and surety bonds — 7 yrs. after expiration 

Records of accidents, damages and injuries claims and adjustments 
7 yrs. after expiration 

Correspondence - general — 5 years 


Provided, the governing body shall not have the authority to declare any 
of the foregoing records to be obsolete, or order their destruction, if they 
are involved in or connected with any pending litigation until such litiga- 
tion is finally concluded. 


Section 3. Whenever the custodian of any of the public records 
listed in Section 2, above, has retained such records for the minimum re- 
tention period prescribed therefor and is of the opinion that such records 
are obsolete and should be destroyed, he shall file a petition with the gov- 
erning body of the municipality setting forth the facts and reauesting 
permission from the governing body to destroy such public records. The 
governing body shall adopt a resolution ordering a public hearing on the 
matter of whether or not such records should be destroyed. The resolu- 
tion shall specify the day, time, place and purpose of the hearing, and 
the date of the hearing shall be at least 30 days after the date the resolu- 
tion is adopted. The municipal clerk shall publish notice of the hearing 
once a week for two consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in the municipality, the first of which notices shall be published at 
least 20 days before the date of the hearing, and the municipal clerk shall 
mail a copy of the notice by certified mail to the Director of the State 
Department of Archives and History at least 20 days before the date of 
the hearing. 


Section 4. Pending the public hearing provided for in Section 3 of 
this Act the governing body may, in the exercise of its discretion, refer 
the petition to a committee composed of such citizens, officers and em- 
ployees of the municipality as it deems wise, and direct that such commit- 
tee shall study the petition and report its findings and recommendations 
to the governing body at the public hearing. 


Section 5. At the public hearing called under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of this Act the governing body shall hear the custodian who sub- 
mitted the petition, and shall study the findings and recommendations of 
any committee appointed to study the petition, and shall hear evidence 
on the question whether or not all or any portion of the public records 
under consideration should be destroyed. If a majority of the governing 
body is satisfied from the facts brought forth at the public hearing that 
all or any portion of the records set forth in the petition are obsolete, 
and that their destruction will not prejudice the rights of the public or 
any person or corporation, then the governing body shall adopt a resolution 
establishing its findings and ordering the petitioning custodian to destroy 
such of the records that it found to be obsolete. This resolution shall be 
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recorded in the journal of the governing body and a certified copy thereof . 
shall be delivered to the petitioning custodian. 


Section 6. Any resolution of a municipal governing body authori- 
zing the destruction of public records, adopted pursuant to this Act, shall 
absolve the petitioning custodian from any further responsibility for the 
records specified therein, and shall be a bar to any action against the 
petitioning custodian because of the destruction of such records. 


Section 7. All laws, or parts of laws, general or special, in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such conflict. 


Section 8. The several and respective provisions of this Act are 
severable. If any part or provision thereof shall be declared unconsti- 
tutional or otherwise invalid or inapplicable such declaration shall not 
affect the provisions which remain. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

By Messrs. Tyson, Metcalf, Taylor, Brannan, Adams, McDow, Evans, 
Hawkins, Roberts, Carter, Givhan and James: 


S. J. R. 55. To create an interim committee to study a proposal for 
the merging of a certain portion of northwest Florida with the State of 
Alabama and to make recommendations regarding plans and procedure. 


WHEREAS the merging of a portion of the panhandle of northwest 
Florida with the State of Alabama would be advantageous to both 
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states, the origin and interests of the people being the same, the climate, 
soil and agricultural products being similar, the political, social, and eco- 
nomic views being more closely related than are those of the people 
of northern and southern Florida, and the geographical land area being 
the natural extension of this State to the Gulf of Mexico; and 


WHEREAS Alabama’s coastline consists of only 72 miles made up 
principally in length by the Mobile Bay area while Florida’s coastline is 
2,077 miles long much of which is neglected and undeveloped because 
such vast stretches are unnecessary to its economy, but would be invalu- 
able in adding to the comparatively short coast line of this State; and 


WHEREAS when the French ceded their North American colonies 
to England in 1763, southern Alabama became a part of west Florida and 
northern Alabama was included in the Illinois country set aside for the 
Indians. In 1783, at the close of the Revolutionary War, England ceded 
the Illinois country to the United States by the Treaty of Paris and at the 
same time gave west Florida to Spain, making the original boundaries be- 
tween these two states come into being as the result of an arbitrary act 
of a foreign power thousands of miles away having little interest and less 
knowledge of the desires of inhabitants of these two areas in years to 
come. These boundaries were uncertain until 1812, when an act of Con- 
gress declared the Mobile Bay district to be a part of the United States. 
For some unknown reason West Florida was not included despite a peti- 
tion to Congress of the inhabitants of that area to be included in the ter- 
ritory which is now Alabama, and 


WHEREAS on December 30, 1868, the legislature of Alabama re- 
opened negotiations for the annexation of that portion of Florida west of 
the Chattahoochee River, by adopting a resolution authorizing the Gover- 
nor to negotiate with the Governor of Florida for that purpose. Duly 
appointed commissioners from each state signed a tentative agreement 
the following year, but the plan failed because the Governor of Ala- 
bama considered the price of $1,000,000 agreed upon to be paid by the 
State of Alabama to the State of Florida to be more than this State could 
pay; and 


WHEREAS the publication of that agreement precipitated consider- 
able discussion in both states. It is said that the west Florida people were 
generally favorable to the idea, and the proposal was approved by the 
people in the seven or eight Florida counties which were concerned, in 
an election in November of 1869. A bill proposing the annexation passed 
the House of Representatives of Congress, but was defeated by the 
Senate; and 


WHEREAS the proposal of a merger of the State of Alabama with 
a portion of west Florida is not a new one, but is the outgrowth of a 
natural affinity and kinship with the people of these areas as well as a 
natural geographical extension of this State which would be a joint ven- 
ture of mutual benefit resulting in the formation of the greatest state in 
the Union; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
CONCURRING, 


1. That there shall be created an interim committee which is au- 
thorized and directed to make a comprehensive study of a proposal for 
the merging of the State of Alabama and a certain portion of west Florida. 
The committee shall consist of three members of the Senate appointed by 
the President of the Senate, three members of the House appointed by 
the Speaker of the House, and two members appointed by the Governor, 
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such members to elect a chairman from among their number. The Governor 
shall serve as ex-officio chairman. 


2. The committee so appointed shall call upon the Governor of 
Florida and its legislature concerning the proposed merger to determine 
the feasibility of the plan, to discuss and decide upon the area involved, 
to learn whether or not the merger is desired by the residents of that area, 
as well as by electors of this state, to work out a detailed plan of pro- 
cedure, and to formulate recommendations for necessary legislation to 
complete the proposed merger. The committee shall file its final report 
containing its findings, conclusions, and recommendation for legislation 
with the Secretary of the Senate and the Clerk of the House before the 
next regular session of the legislature, and the committee shall then be 
dissolved. 


3. The pay and expenses of the committee shall be paid from 
funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, as provided in Code 


1940, Title 32, Sections 13 and 14, upon approval of the Speaker and 
President of the Senate.

By Mr. Jones (Covington): 


H. J. R. 157. WHEREAS, the dignity and honored traditions of 
the United States Senate have been flagrantly abused by Senator Wayne 
L. Morse in the use of that high forum as a platform from which to 
launch a venomous and unconscionable personal attack upon a decorated 
combat veteran of the armed forces of the United States in the person 
of the highly honored Governor of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the use of the United States Senate as a forum for a 
vituperative, wanton, and senseiess aiiack upon 4 Véteian’s record in an 
attempt to reflect discredit upon the veteran shocks the conscience and 
moral sensibilities of Americans and is in such poor taste as to suggest 
vulgarity and the absence of a sense of propriety and of common de-

Substitute for HB 51 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legis- 
lative and judicial departments of the State, and for the interest on the 
public debt and for the public schools. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classifica- 
tions, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropriations 
herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, 
shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, work or employ- 
ment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama as an em- 
ployee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; 
(b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, depart- 
ments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries 
and equipment purchases, and shall be expended only for operating costs 
incident to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions including supplies and materials, postage, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, 
water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, rents 
and items of general expense not defined as “equipment purchases” and the 
money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) 
“equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office equipment, 
motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which have an appreciable 
and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year and the money 
appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for the 
interest on the public debt, and for the public schools for each of the 
two fiscal years ending respectively September 30, 1964 and September 
30, 1965, to be paid out of any moneys in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, the several sums of money hereinafter specified, from such 
funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor and the amounts herein appropriated for “equipment purchases” 
shall not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue derived from the 
sale, trade-in or exchange of the items of personal property described in 
Section 1 (c) hereof.

Movants state that this portion of the journal is incorrect. Movants 
state while H.B. 675, a similar bill to SB 464, was in Senate Committee 
and by agreement was being amended SB 464 was referred to Local 
Legislation Committee No 2. 


Movants state that Local Legislation No 2 did not take a vote upon 
Senate Bill 464. That the bill was not called up for action. That no 
action was taken on said bill. That no petition was signed reporting the 
bill out favorably nor with any other recommendation. Movants state no 
action was taken as required by the Constitution. 


Movants state that the rules committee has not called before it any 
of the members of the delegation to determine the facts alleged. 


We do hereby move that the House does hereby amend the Journal 
so as to show that Senate Bill 464 was not acted upon by Local Legisla- 
tion No. 2. 


Movants further offer this amendment in the light of the fact that 
the Chairman has on this day in floor debate acknowledged that no action 
was taken on this bill and has explained that it was signed out without 
action this bill because it was similar to a House Bill which had been 
passed earlier in the session. 


The Speaker ruled the Motion in Writing offered by Mr. Locke 
was out of order, but ordered it inserted in the Journal. 


Mr. Bethea (M) then offered the following amendment to the bill, 
S. 464: 


AMENDMENT TO SENATE 464 


Senate Bill 464 is hereby amended by adding at the end of Section 
3.15 of Section 1 thereof the following: 
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Any proposed ordinance may be submitted to the city council by 
petition signed by at least five thousand qualified electors of the city. 
All petitions circulated with respect to any proposed ordinance shall be 
uniform in character and shall contain the proposed ordinance in full, 
and have printed thereon the names and addresses of at least five electors 
who shall be officially regarded as filing the petition and shall constitute 
a committee of the petitioners for the purposes hereinafter named. Each 
signer of a petition shall sign his name and shall have placed on the 
petition after his name his place of residence by street and number, if 
there be such street and number. The signatures to any such petition need 
not all be appended to one paper, but to each such paper there shall be 
attached an affidavit by the circulator thereof stating the number of 
signers to each part of the petition and that each signature appended to 
the paper is the genuine signature of the person whose name it purports 


to be, and was made in the presence of the affiant. All papers comprising 
a petition shall be assembled and filed with the probate judge of the 
county in which said city is situated as one instrument. Within seven days 
from the filing of a petition with him the probate judge shall ascertain 
whether it is signed by the required number of qualified electors. Upon 
completion of his examination the probate judge shall endorse upon the 
petition a certificate of the result thereof. The judge of probate may refer 
any such petition to the office in the county which keeps current records 
of qualified electors in the county and may accept the certification of the 
custodian of such records that the petition has been signed by the required 
number of qualified electors. If the certificate of the probate judge 
shows that the petition is insufficient he shall at once notify each mem- 
ber of the committee of the petitioners hereinbefore provided for, and 
the petition may be amended at any time within ten days from the date 
of the probate judge’s certificate of examination by filing with the probate 
judge an additional petition in the same manner as provided for the origi- 
nal petition. Upon the filing of such amendment the probate judge shall 
notify each member of the committee of that fact. The final finding of 
the insufficiency of a petition shall not prejudice the filing of a new 
petition for the same purpose. When the certificate of the probate judge 
shows the petition to be sufficient, he shall submit the proposed ordinance 


to the city council at its next regular meeting. Such city council shall 
either pass and adopt said ordinance without alterations within twenty 
days after attachment of the probate judge’s certificate to the accompany- 
ing petition, or within said time cause to be transmitted the papers and 
petition to the election commission, which shall call a special election un- 
less a general municipal election is fixed within twenty days thereafter, 
and at such special or general election if one is so fixed, such ordinance 
shall be submitted without alteration to the vote of the electors of said 
city. The ballots used when voting upon said ordinance shall contain 
these words, “for the ordinance” (stating the nature of the proposed ordi- 
nance,) and “against the ordinance” (stating the nature of the proposed 
ordinance,) and the voter shall express his choice by a cross mark. If the 
majority of the qualified electors voting on the proposed ordinance shall 


vote in favor thereof, such ordinance shall thereupon pecome a valid and 
binding ordinance of the city, and any ordinance proposed by petition 
and which shall be adopted by vote of the people cannot be repealed or 
amended except by a vote of the people. Any number of proposed ordi- 
nances may be voted upon at the same election in accordance with the 
provisions of this section, but there shall not be more than one special 
election in any period of six months for such purpose. A proposal for the 
repeal of such ordinance or for amendments thereto may in like manner 
be submitted to be voted upon and adopted at any succeeding election. 
Whenever any ordinance or proposal is required by this section to be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the city at any election, such ordinance or proposal 
shall be published in the same manner as referendum ordinances or pro- 
posals are herein required to be published. The election to be held under this 
section shall be in accordance with general election laws governing elections 
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in such city and all laws governing elections generally applicable to such 
city shall be applicable to elections held hereunder.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES 


Mr. Brewer, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, re- 
ported that said committee in session had acted on the following resolu- 
tions and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report. 


By Messrs. Rogers and Engel: 


H. J. R. 122. WHEREAS, an _ organization has_ recently been 
formed in Mobile known as Alabamians Behind Local Education, con- 
densed to the short title of, and generally called ABLE; and 


WHEREAS, recent rumors and allegations have suggested that this 
organization is controlled by out of state interests and organizations inimi- 
cal to the best interests of the State of Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, many public spirited individuals, civic leaders, and sub- 
stantial citizens of the City of Mobile became members of ABLE prior 
to such allegations being made against it in local newspapers, and before 
any such affiliation was claimed by other organizations; and 


WHEREAS, it is essential that ABLE be investigated in order to 
determine whether or not any inimical influence does exist within this or- 
ganization, not only for the protection of the citizens of Mobile and the 
enlightenment of those civic minded and responsible persons who affiliated 
with or assumed positions of local leadership within its ranks, but also for 
protection from the more far reaching dangers which may exist; now 
therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE, THE SENATE CONCUR- 
RING, That there is hereby created a special joint legislative committee 
to investigate fully the origin, control, management, and purpose of the 
organization known as Alabamians Behind Local Education, otherwise 
known as ABLE. Such committee shall be composed of one senator to 
be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, and two representatives to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House. The committee shall have plenary 
power to investigate any subject, subpoena witnesses, and to question any 
person from whom it desires information in order to discharge its func- 
tion. Members of the committee shall be entitled to receive actual ex- 
penses for each day actually spent in committee work, and no additional 
or supplemental allowance for expenses or per diem pay. However, the 
committee may employ such assistants as may be necessary for this pur- 
pose, but the total amount to be expended shall not exceed $1,000. The 
expenses incurred by the committee shall be paid from funds appropriated 
for the use of the Legislature. The report of the committee shall be made 
to the Governor as soon as possible and to the Legislature at its next 
regular session.

1. That there shall be created an interim committee which is au- 
thorized and directed to make a comprehensive study of the problems 
which arise when uninsured motorists are involved in accidents which 
result in damages, injuries, and fatalities on the streets, roads, and highways 
of this state. The committee shall consist of two members of the House ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House, and one member of the Senate appoint- 
ed by the President of the Senate, such members to elect a chairman from 
among their number. 


2. The committee is created for the purpose of studying the prob- 
lems which do or may arise from the points of view of both or all the 
parties which may be involved in such accidents, and shall make recom- 
mendations for necessary or corrective legislation in regard thereto. 


3. Members of the committee shall be entitled to receive their 
regular legislative per diem pay and expenses for each day actually spent 
on committee work when the Legislature is not in session. Such pay and 
expenses of the committee, and of the clerks which may be needed, shall 
be paid from funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, but no 
more than $3,500 shall be spent by the committee for all purposes. 


4. The committee shall make its final report containing its findings, 
conclusions, and recommendations for legislation to the Clerk of the 
House and Secretary of the Senate before the next regular session of 
the Legislature and the committee shall then be dissolved.

4. The committee shall make its final report, containing its findings, 
conclusions and recommendations for any corrective measures or legisla- 
tion that may be needed, to the Secretary of the Senate before the first 
Tuesday in May, 1965, and the committee shall then be discharged.

S. J. R. 55. To create an interim committee to study a proposal 
for the merging of a certain portion of northwest Florida with the State 
of Alabama and to make recommendations regarding plans and procedure. 


WHEREAS the merging of a portion of the panhandle of north- 
west Florida with the State of Alabama would be advantageous to both 
states, the origin and interests of the people being the same, the climate, 
soil and agricultural products being similar, the political, social, and eco- 
nomic views being more closely related than are those of the people of 
northern and southern Florida, and the geographical land area being the 
natural extension of this State to the Gulf of Mexico; and 


WHEREAS Alabama’s coastline consists of only 72 miles made up 
principally in length by the Mobile Bay area while Florida’s coastline is 
2,077 miles long much of which is neglected and undeveloped because 
such vast stretches are unnecesssary to its economy, but would be in- 
valuable in adding to the comparatively short coast line of this State; and 


WHEREAS when the French ceded their North American colonies 
to England in 1763, southern Alabama became a part of west Florida and 
northern Alabama was included in the Illinois country set aside for the 
Indians. In 1788, at the close of the Revolutionary War, England ceded 
the Illinois country to the United States by the Treaty of Paris and at the 
same time gave west Florida to Spain, making the original boundaries be- 
tween these two states come into being as the result of an arbitrary act 
of a foreign power thousands of miles away having little interest and less 
knowledge of the desires of inhabitants of these two areas in years to 
come. These boundaries were uncertain until 1812, when an act of Con- 
gress declared the Mobile Bay district to be a part of the United States. 
For some unknown reason West Florida was not included despite a peti- 
tion to Congress of the inhabitants of that area to be included in the ter- 
ritory which is now Alabama, and 


WHEREAS on December 30, 1868, the legislature of Alabama re- 
opened negotiations for the annexation of that portion of Florida west of 
the Chattahoochee River, by adopting a resolution authorizing the Gover- 
nor to negotiate with the Governor of Florida for that purpose. Duly ap- 
pointed commissioners from each state signed a tentative agreement the 
following year, but the plan failed because the Governor of Alabama con- 
sidered the price of $1,000,000 agreed upon to be paid by the State of Ala- 
bama to the State of Florida to be more than this State could pay; and 


WHEREAS the publication of that agreement precipitated consid- 
erable discussion in both states. It is said that the west Florida people 
were generally favorable to the idea, and the proposal was approved by 
the people in the seven or eight Florida counties which were concerned, 
in an election in November of 1869. A bill proposing the annexation 
passed the House of Representatives of Congress, but was defeated by the 
Senate: and 
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WHEREAS the proposal of a merger of the State of Alabama with 
a portion of west Florida is not a new one, but is the outgrowth of a 
natural affinity and kinship with the people of these areas as well as a 
natural geographical extension of this State which would be a joint ven- 
ture of mutual benefit resulting in the formation of the greatest state in 
the Union; now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA OF THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA-~ 
TIVES CONCURRING, 


1. That there shall be created an interim committee which is au- 
thorized and directed to make a comprehensive study of a proposal for 
the merging of the State of Alabama and a certain portion of west Florida. 
The committee shall consist of three members of the Senate appointed by 
the President of the Senate, three members of the House appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and two members appointed by the Governor, 
such members to elect a chairman from among their number. The Gover- 
nor shall serve as ex-officio chairman. 


2. The committee so appointed shall call upon the Governor of 
Florida and its legislature concerning the proposed merger to determine 
the feasibility of the plan, to discuss and decide upon the area involved, 
to learn whether or not the merger is desired by the residents of that 
area, as well as by electors of this state, to work out a detailed plan of 
procedure, and to formulate recommendations for necessary legislation to 
complete the proposed merger.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 
MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE: 


As we come to the conclusion of the Regular Session of the Legisla- 
ture, I want to express to you my appreciation for the fine spirit of 
cooperation which has existed between the Legislative and Executive 
branches of our government. You have accomplished much in this Session 
of the Legislature of which you can be proud. 


You met at my call in March of this year in your first Special Session 
to consider meeting the road needs of the people of Alabama, and 
you responded to that call by enacting legislation providing for a $100,- 
000,000 bond issue which will enable us to match the available Federal 
funds during this Administration and to keep our road construction and 
maintenance program abreast of the needs of our State. Good roads 
and highways are vital to a sound economy. Transportation is vital to 
industrial development, and by your efforts you have done your part 
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to enable Alabama to keep pace with the rest of the states and, in fact, to 
maintain a substantial lead over most. 


The highway funds made available by you in your first Special 
Session have also inured to the benefit of the critical needs of the cities 
and counties of Alabama. A substantial part of the $100,000,000 bond 
issue has already been allocated to the municipalities in Alabama on a 
grant program to enable them to better meet their responsibilities to 
the people of Alabama in the construction and maintenance of public 
roads and bridges. You are the first Legislature that has recognized its 
responsibility in this area, and you have discharged this responsibility 
in a commendable manner. I know that I speak for the people of Alabama 
when I congratulate you on the fine road program which you have au- 
thorized. 


Your Second Special Session was called by me for the purpose of 
meeting the critical needs facing public education in Alabama. You met 
this responsibility by providing an additional $44,000,000 annually for pub- 
lic education in Alabama, and while there were honest differences of 
opinion about the means used to raise the necessary revenues, the people 
of Alabama have accepted your judgment and are grateful to you for 
having provided a realistic and forward program to meet our ever-in- 
creasing public school needs. 


You should take great pride in the legislation authorizing the is- 
suance of bonds for the construction of at least five trade schools and 
five junior colleges in Alabama. We have barely scratched the surface in 
this important field, and the legislation which you enacted will make it 
possible for us to enter upon this program with adequate physical facili- 
ties and sufficient operating funds and, most important, without detriment 
to the remainder of our educational program. 


The Second Special Session resulted in legislation giving us an out- 
standing all-round educational program in Alabama, I firmly believe that 
we have provided the foundation for a truly exceptional educational pro- 
gram in Alabama, and on behalf of the people of this State, I commend 
you for your efforts in this field. 


Our State has been beset by many problems which are normally not 
faced by an Administration. These problems were of a nature which re- 
quired your attention as well as mine, and I want to express my appre- 
ciation for your cooperation in meeting these crises as they developed. 


It was necessary for us to make extended and extraordinary use of 
the Alabama Highway Patrol during events of last spring and summer, and 
it became apparent to all of us that further use of the State Troopers 
would be necessary in the months ahead. You responded to the problems 
created by this extraordinary situation by increasing the revenues avail- 
able for the use of the Department of Public Safety in a most statesman 
like manner, and our efforts along these lines will enable us to have 
an effective, mobile and efficient organization available to keep down 
civil strife and disorder which is being generated throughout Alabama by 
persons unsympathetic to peace and tranquility and who are acting in an 
unamerican way to create domestic discord throughout this nation. 


You have also dealt with problems which are common to every reg- 
ular session of the Legislature, and there are many groups of public offi- 
cials in Alabama who are grateful to you and for whom I express appre- 
ciation at this time. You have met the need for recognition of a realistic 
pay scale for deserving State employees and other public officials in 
Alabama. I know that the appellate judges, circuit judges, solicitors, court 
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reporters and State officials and employees join me in thanking you for 
your efforts on their behalf. 


You have provided additional funds for old age assistance in Alabama. I 
regret that some of these measures to provide a more adequate standard 
of living for our elderly citizens were not passed by the Senate, but I 
know I express for our fine Senior Citizens their appreciation for what 
you have done on their behalf, and I trust that you will keep their needs 
in mind as you anticipate the Regular Session of 1965. There has, of course, 
been other worthwhile legislation enacted into law for which this Body is 
entitled to great credit. Time will not permit me to enumerate all of these 
items. 


There remains on your Calendar very little legislation to be con- 
sidered. You have faced your responsibility better than any House which 
I can recall in the history of Alabama, in accord with your oath of office, 
and your responsibility to the people you represent. For this you are 
entitled to everlasting credit and the gratitude of the people of Alabama. 


On a personal note let me say that my association with the individual 
members of this Body has been most pleasant and constructive. Your 
cooperation with me personally, and your consideration of the Adminis- 
tration’s legislative program have been fair and just, consistent with your 
responsibility to your constituents. 


Your have my eternal respect, admiration and appreciation. 


In my campaign for Governor my primary pledge to the people was 
that I would “stand up for Alabama.” My every effort and my entire 
energy has been devoted to the fulfillment of this pledge. You know as 
well as I of the many threats that exist to our individual liberty and 
even our freedom at this time. I appreciate your pledge in the organiza- 
tion session to stand with me in standing up for Alabama, and as we pass 
through these perilous times fighting the fight that brave men have al- 
ways fought for liberty and freedom, I earnestly seek and solicit your 
counsel and prayers. Our fight is for the freedom of all the people of 
Ppa both black and white, and with God’s help, we shall win this
